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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ZONING 


To the annual town meeting of Natick, 1931: 


Your committee, consisting of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board, who were directed by vote of the last annual town 
meeting to prepare a zoning by-law for the Town, have devoted much 
time to the study of the subject, and have made numerous persona! 
surveys of the town with the object of fixing suitable boundaries for 
the various districts. We have held five advertised public hearings in 
different localities and have received many helpful suggestions from 
interested citizens. Edward H. Howard, Civil’ Engineer, has been 
employed to make an up-to-date map of the town, showing the pro- 
posed building districts. This map is on file in the office of the Town 
Clerk and reduced copies are printed with this report. These copies, 
which show also the proposed voting precincts, we believe will be 
useful to the townspeople. They may be taken out of the book and 
kept separately for reference. 

Natick has now a good building code, lacking only the zoning 
provisions, has accepted a town plan for future main roads in the un- 
developed parts of the town, and for the past year has had a Board of 
Survey with power to require the land developer to lay out his new 
streets and building lots with due regard to the accepted plan. 

The one inducement still needed to bring substantial people here 
to establish permanent homes in these undeveloped sections is the 
assurance that their homes will be protected from damage by objection- 
able uses of neighboring premises. The zoning law will furnish that 
assurance, and, as experience elsewhere has proved, will add new real 
estate values and help to reduce the tax rate. 

Good zoning requires that sufficient areas be left unrestricted to 
encourage expansion of business—for example, vacant land near rail- 
roads to attract manufacturing, ample room in the centers of population 
for probable growth of commercial business, and smaller tracts for 
convenient neighborhood stores, etc., in the outlying villages. But on the 
other hand, if these unrestricted areas are made too large, so that 
business buildings become scattered through districts better suited for 
residence, the prime object of zoning is defeated. Under the Mass- 
achusetts law a business once established in a residential street can 
never be driven out by any change in zoning regulations; but it is 
always possible to enlarge business or manufacturing districts, or to 
establish new ones, by amendments, whenever the demand arises. 

Fortunately, residential areas in Natick have been remarkably free 
from damage by the intrusion of objectionable buildings; but this good 
luck cannot be depended on to last. Already an invasion of chain stores 
threatens some residential streets. 

Three quarters of the people of Massachusetts now enjoy the 
benefits of zoning, and a community without it is at a disadvantage in 
the competition for good home builders. Natick has already suffered 
from the refusal of parties to buy property here, because of our lack 
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of a zoning law. Any further delay in adopting zoning would not only 
keep away many desirable home seekers, but would be an invitation to 
the undesirable elements zoned out of other communities to rush in here 
before our doors are closed. 

The members of your committee have no personal interests in 
their task other than a desire to serve the Town. We have used our 
best endeavors to draft zoning regulations in accordance with Mass- 
achusetts law and the accepted principles of good zoning, as well as to 
satisfy the great majority of the residents in each district. The pro- 
posed law is designed to supplement and complete the existing 
Building Code. It provides for changing the boundaries of the dis- 
tricts as future needs may arise, and a Board of Appeal is established 
to furnish immediate relief if the strict enforcement of any provision 
should cause unnecessary hardship in any special case. 

The committee have been unanimous in all action taken. While we 
realize the impossibility of pleasing everybody with every detail, the 
need of prompt action to protect the Town is so urgent that we trust 
the voters will not delay in sending these regulations to the Attorney 
General for approval, leaving minor defects that may develop to be 
remedied by future amendments. 


We recommend that the Town vote to amend the by-laws by adding 
to the Building Code the following new chapter.

CHAPTER 17. DISTRICT REGULATIONS & AMENDMENTS 


Section 17.1. Use of Premises, Etc. 


17.1.1. Purposes and Authorization. In order to preserve and pro- 
mote the life, health, safety, morals, convenience and welfare of the 
townspeople, to lessen the danger from fire, to improve and beautify 
the town and to protect real estate from damaging uses of adjacent 
property, the following regulations for the use of premises and the 
construction, location and use of buildings and structures are hereby 
established under authority of the General Laws relating thereto, 
including Section 25 of Chapter 40, Section 29 ‘of Chapter 93 and 
Section 3 of Chapter 143, as they may apply. 


17.1.2. Existing Buildings and Uses not affected. ‘These regulations 
shall not require any change in any building or structure already 
existing at the time when the regulations take effect, or in the uses 
of any premises then customary; but shall apply to later construction 
and new uses. ' 


17.1.3. Zoning. The town is hereby divided into districts, the boun- 
daries and designations of which are shown on a map entitled Building 
District Map of Natick, Massachusetts, which is filed in the office of 
the Town Clerk. 

The districts are denoted by letters and numbers and are designated 
and defined by classes as follows: 


GR. General Residence District: A residence district in which no 
building or structure may be erected or changed and no change made 
in the use of premises except for one or more of the following specified 
purposes : 


1. For a one-family house for residence; 

2. For an office, studio, or workroom connected and strictly acces- 
sory to the residence of the occupant, and in which no activ- 
ity inappropriate to the district shall be carried on; 

3. For a private garage accessory to residence property, not more 

than one such building within the area of a single family 

houselot, and housing only non-commercial passenger vehicles, 
except that one other vehicle not exceeding 1% tons capacity 
may be included; 

For a farm, garden, nursery or forest, including the sale of 

their natural products on the premises; 

For a church or other place of worship, a parish house or a 

library ; ° 

For a reservoir or public water supply structure; 

For a public school with playground or a municipal park; 

For a private or parochial school, a convent, museum, art 

gallery or similar educational or religious institution; 

For a fire department station, a telephone exchange without 

service yard or garage, or a commercial greenhouse; 

10. For a private club-house, boat-house, or recreation ground, 
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excepting a club whose chief activity is a service customarily 
carried on as a business; 

For a two-family house, a boarding house or lodging house, for 
residence purposes, or a tea or lunch room connected and acces- 
sory to a private dwelling and fitted to serve not more than 
twenty guests on the premises at one time; 

For a passenger station or right of way of a railroad or public 
service corporation, subject to the provisions of the Genera! 
Laws relating thereto; 

For an airport or aviation landing field, a public recreation or 
exhibition ground, a public boat-house, an athletic field, or a 
race track; provided in each case that the proposed location 
and uses of all buildings, structures and premises connected 
therewith have received the written approval of’ the Selectmen 
after a hearing, as required for certain structures under 
Division 1.1.2, and that a permit has been issued therefor by 
the Inspector of Buildings, specifying the conditions required 
by the Selectmen under said Division; 

For a hospital, sanatorium, or philanthropic institution (not 
including institutions for the insane or feeble-minded or cor- 
rectional institutions,) a public bathing beach or bath-house, a 
public sanitary station, a cemetery, an ice-house, a stable, the 
keeping of swine, or the business of raising or keeping poultry, 
sheep or other animals; provided in each case that the location 
and use of all buildings, structures and premises connected 
therewith have received the written approval of the Selectmen 
and of the Board of Health after a hearing, as required for 
certain structures in Division 1.1.2., and that a permit has been 
issued therefor by the Inspector of Buildings, specifying the 
conditions prescribed by said boards; 


Other lawful uses of any premises strictly accessory to the 
principal use thereof, provided only that accessory heating and 
power plants and incinerators shall be properly designed for 
prevention of smoke, and that no accessory use shall be per- 
mitted that would be offensive to the neighborhood or detri- 
mental to adjacent property ; 

Any use authorized under the provisions of Division 17.1.7. 


S. Single-family Residence District: A residence district in which no 
building or structure may be erected or altered and no change made in 
the use of premises except for one or more of the uses specified in 
paragraphs numbered 1 to 8 inclusive, 15 and 16, in:the foregoing list. 


B. Business District: A district in which no building or structure may 
be erected or altered and no change made in the use of premises except 
for a use hereinbefore authorized for a General Residence District or 
for one or more of the following specified purposes: 


i 


For any lawful type of residence building not specified for a 
General Residence District, as for an apartment house, a hotel 
or apartment hotel; 


For a public building, office building or bank; 


For a restaurant, a mercantile business or store, or a light 
manufacturing or repair business employing only quiet proc- 
esses and electric power, if any, excluding all that would be 
in any way a nuisance or hazardous; 
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4. For a place of business of a barber, caterer, chiropodist, clothes 
cleaner and presser, decorator, retail dyer, electrician, funeral 
director, furrier, hand laundry, hat renovator, optician, paper 
hanger, photographer, printer, shoe repairer, shoe shiner, or 
tailor, or for other similar unobjectionable custom service; 

5. For a showroom for samples of motor vehicles, plumbing or 
building materials or equipment, or the like; 

6. For a public or community garage or a filling station, not in- 
cluding a car washing, painting or repair business, and subject 
to the approval of the Selectmen, as provided in Division 1.1.2. ; 

7. For use of radio or other sound instruments adjusted to be 
heard outside the premises, but only by permit from the Select- 
men for performances, times and places which they deem to be 
not objectionable or injurious to the neighborhood. 


M. Manufacturing District: A district in which no building or struc- 
ture may be erected or altered and no change made in the use of 
premises except for a use allowed in residence or business districts or 
any of the following: 


1. For a wholesale or public storage warehouse, a building, struc- 
ture or yard for storage or preparation of lumber, stone, brick, 
gravel, sand, cement, or similar, bulky merchandise, a freight 
station, a car barn, a vehicle-painting or repair shop; 

2. For a building or yard for storage or preparation of fuel or 
junk, subject to the approval of the Selectmen as provided in 
Division 1.1.2.; 

3. For an electric power station, a power laundry, a cleansing or 
dyeing establishment, or any lawful manufacturing or industrial 
business not included in the foregoing specification; provided 
that each permit and certificate shall be conditioned upon the 
use by applicant of the best practical means employed in the 
business for the prevention and abatement of odors, noxious 
gases, dust, smoke and offensive waste matter. 


17.1.4. Setbacks. Where no legal building line has been established, 
buildings hereafter erected in business and manufacturing districts 
shall be set back at least twenty feet from adjoining streets; but 
different building lines may be established at any time by the Town 
which will determine the required setback thereafter. All rules for 
setback from accepted streets apply also to lots fronting on unaccepted 
streets or ways, and no permit shall be issued for a building on such 
a lot until the Inspector has ascertained that the provisions of the 
General Laws, requiring approval of the street plan by the Board of 
Survey, have been complied with. Public and business buildings here- 
after permitted to be located in a business or manufacturing district 
shall not be set nearer than eight feet to any adjoining premises in a 
residence district; except by written agreement with the owner thereof, 
duly filed with the Inspector of Buildings. 


17.1.5. Signs and Signboards. Subject to the provisions of the General 
Laws and State departmental regulations, outdoor advertising devices 
within public view of any highway, public park or reservation shall be 
further restricted within the town limits to the following: 

In residential or rural districts not of a business character, a sign 
or signs not exceeding five square feet in aggregate area on any one 
building or lot and strictly accessory to a lawful use thereof; or, if 
advertising only the sale or rental thereof, not exceeding ten square 
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feet; or one or more accessory signs or signboards not exceeding all 
together fifteen square feet in area on the premises of any public build- 
ing, farm, garden, tree-nursery or forest ; 


In districts of a business character, any advertising device allowed 
in a residential or rural district; any accessory signs on the wall of a 
building that do not extend outside the boundary of the wall; and any 
well-kept signboard not exceeding thirty-two square feet in areca 
mounted on unbraced upright posts, no part of which board is nearer 
than one and one half feet to the ground, or nearer than eight feet to 
a building, or located so as to obstruct the view between any points on 
connecting streets within twenty-five feet of a corner thereof. 


Issue of permits for outdoor advertising devices by the Building 
Department and determination of the character of districts for that 
purpose, shall be subordinate and according to any rules or rulings of 
the State licensing authorities applying thereto. 


17.1.6. Nonconforming Uses. Buildings, structures and premises 
which, at the time of taking effect of any provision of this Code were 
not conforming thereto in structure or use, or had been designed and 
built or adapted exclusively for nonconforming uses, may be certified 
and kept thereafter for the same specific uses, provided they are other- 
wise lawful; and any such building or structure may be repaired, altered 
or rebuilt for said uses, provided it is not enlarged more than twenty- 
five per cent beyond its volume existing at the time of taking effect of 
this provision, or more than allowed by other provisions of this Code; 
but, if rebuilt after destruction of seventy-five per cent of its insurable 
value, shall conform throughout to the Code requirements for structure 
and yard space. 


No building or structure shall be moved to a location where %t 
would be unlawful to erect it, and no change shall be permitted in a 
nonconforming use except to a more restricted or a conforming use. 


17.1.7. Exceptions. After this Section takes effect, no permit or 
certificate shall be issued by the Building Department nor shall any 
building operation or new use of premises be begun or carried on, in any 
district, for a purpose inappropriate thereto as hereinbefore provided, 
no use specified as appropriate to a business or manufacturing district 
shall be established in a more restricted district and permits before 
issued for nonconforming operations or uses shall be revoked; excepi 
in any case such operation or use was lawfully begun and carried on in 
good faith before the taking effect of this Section, and except in case 
the issue of a permit or certificate is specially authorized by the Board 
of Appeals under Section 27A of Chapter 40 or by other provision of 
the General Laws. 


When in any specific case the strict enforcement hereof would 
involve practical difficulty or unnecessary hardship, and in the judgment 
of the Board of Appeals such exception will grant desirable relief with- 
out substantially derogating from the intent and purpose of this Code, 
said Board, by a unanimous vote of its entire membership, upon a 
written petition addressed to it, and after a public hearing (of which at 
least ten days legal notice shall be given in a newspaper published in 
the Town and by mail to the petitioner and the owners of all property 
deemed to be affected thereby) and compliance with other provisions 
of the statutes; may order the issue of a permit or certificate by the 
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Inspector of Buildings, embodying such special conditions as the Board 
may deem necessary to safeguard the status of the neighborhood in 
harmony with the intent and purpose of this Section, for any of the 
following purposes: 


1. For the removal of a nonconforming building, structure or use 
to a site considered less objectionable; 

2. For a use named in Division 17.1.3. hereof, as appropriate to 
any class of district, in a specified location in a district of the 
next more restricted class; 

3. For a change from a nonconforming use to another that is more 
restricted or less detrimental. to the neighborhood ; 

4. For the extension of any use specified in Division 17.1.3. as 
appropriate to any district to a lot or parcel of land extending 
less than 30 feet into an adjoining more restricted district. 

5. For the division of a large dwelling with sufficient lot and 
yard area in a single-family residence district into apartments, 
provided the building is not thereby enlarged. 

6. For the location in any district of a structure or use not other- 
wise provided for in the Code, which is deemed by the Board to 
be in keeping with those authorized therein for such district. 


Section 17.2. Amendments 


17.2.1. Hearings. It shall be the duty of the Planning Board, upon 
petition signed by the owners of fifty per cent in valuation of the property 
contained in the area of any entire block, and it may proceed upon its 
own initiative, to appoint and hold a public hearing, of which it shall 
give at least fifteen days published notice, for. the consideration of 
amendments altering the boundaries of any districts established by 
this Code, or the regulations applied to the same, or proposing the crea- 
tion of new. districts. 


1722. Reports. The Planning Board shall report to the Town its 
recommendations in regard to any proposed amendments to the Code 
that are brought before a town meeting for action. 


Section 17.3. Description of Districts 


17.3.1. _Boundary Lines. Street, lot and railroad lines referred to in 
connection with boundaries of -Districts.are the locations of such lines 
as lawfully laid out and recorded at the time of the establishment of 
said boundaries. References to streets and railroads, unless otherwise 
specified, apply to center lines of streets and established base lines of 
railroad. locations. Distances from street corners stated in this Code 
are measured from the point of intersection of the adjacent street side- 
lines extended parallel to the corresponding center-lines. 


17.3.2. General Residence District. All territory within the Town not 
otherwise assigned in this Section is hereby declared a General Resi- 
dence District, designated on the map by the letters GR’ 


WEST Manufacturing Districts. Manufacturing districts are denoted 
by the letter M followed by a numeral and are hereby established as 
described in the following list: 


M1, Manufacturing District No. 1, is bounded by a line beginning 
at a point on the northern side of Middlesex Avenue 80 feet distant 
from the western line of North Main Street and running northerly 
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_ parallel with said street to Mechanic street; thence easterly by Mechanic 
Street to North Main Street, northwesterly by the latter and across 
the Saxonville Railroad to Washington Avenue, southerly by Washing- 
ton Avenue to Middlesex Avenue, easterly by the latter to Spring 
Street, southerly by Spring Street to Summer Street, and easterly by 
Summer Street to a point 100 feet distant from the western side of 
Main Street; thence northerly parallel with Main Street to Middlesex 
Avenue and across it to the point of beginning. 


M2, Manufacturing District No. 2, is bounded by a line beginning 
at a point on the Boston and Albany Railroad 100 feet east of the 
eastern line of Washington Street and running southerly parallel with 
Washington Street to South Avenue; thence easterly by South Avenue 
to the western line of Dewey Street, northerly by said line extended to 
the Boston and Albany Railroad, westerly along said railroad to the 
eastern line of Tibbetts Street extended, and northerly by this line 
to the northern line of North Avenue; thence westerly by said northern 
line to the western line of Florence Street, and northerly 160 feet on 
said western line; thence westerly parallel with North Avenue 220 feet; 
thence southerly parallel with Franklin Street to the Boston and Albany 
Railroad and westerly along said railroad to the point of beginning. 


M3, Manufacturing District No. 3, is bounded by a line beginning 
at a point on Marion Street at the crossing of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad and running southerly by the eastern sides of Marion and 
Mansfield Streets to a line parallel with and distant 80 feet northward 
from the northern side of East Central Street, and easterly by said 
line 1420 feet; thence northerly at right angles with East Central ‘Street 
to the Boston and Albany Railroad-and westerly along said railroad to 
the point of. beginning. 

M#, Manufacturing District No. 4, South Natick, comprises the 
tract between the Charles River and Water Street,-extending 198 feet 
on that street northerly from the center line of Cohn Street to a boun- 
dary line at right angles with Water Street, and 275 feet southerly 
from said center line along Water Street to a boundary line at right 
angles therewith. 


M5, Manufacturing District No. 5, South Natick, comprises the 
tract between the Hunnewell Playground and the Canal, extending 
from the Charles River on the east to a western boundary line parallel 
with and distant 330 feet eastward from the eastern line of Pleasant 
Street. 


M16, Manufacturing District No. 6, West Natick, is bounded by a 
line beginning on Speen Street at its crossing of the base line of the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, and running thence northerly 700 feet on 
Speen Street; thence easterly parallel with said railroad to a line 
parallel with and distant 200 feet westward from the boundary of land 
of the Commonwealth; thence southeasterly and southerly along said 
parallel line to the Boston and Albany Railroad; thence southerly at 
right angles with said railroad to West Central Street, westerly by 
West Central Street to Speen Street and northerly thereby to the point 
of beginning. 

M7, Manufacturing District No. 7, West Natick, is bounded by 
a line beginning at the crossing of Mill Street and the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, running southerly by Mill Street to the northern line 
of the Henry Wilson Memorial Park, westerly and southerly by the 
boundary of said Park to the northern line of West Central Street, 
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westerly by said line to a point 1180 feet westward from the center line 
of Mill Street; thence northerly at right angles to West Central Street 
150 feet, westerly parallel with West Central Street 830 feet, southerly 
at right angles with West Central Street to the northern line thereof, 
westerly by said line to Boden Lane, northerly by Boden Lane to the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, westerly along the base line of said rail- 
road to the Framingham town line, northerly by said town line 750 feet 
to the location of a proposed street designated on the map as Beaver 
Brook Street and easterly along said street to a point on Boden Lane 
240 feet northward thereon from the northerly line of the old cemetery 
extended; thence continuing easterly along said proposed street to a 
point on Mill Street 300 feet northward thereon from the center of the 
bridge over Beaver Dam Brook, and thence southerly by Mill Street 
to the point of beginning. 

M8, Manufacturing District No. 8, Felchville, is bounded on the 
east by a line parallel with and distant 150 feet westward from the 
western side of North Main Street, on the south by a line parallel with 
and distant 200 feet northward from the northern side of Kansas Street, 
on the west by a line parallel with and distant 450 feet eastward from 
the eastern side of Second Street and on the north by a line parallel 
with and distant 75 feet southward from the southern side of Jackson 
Court. 


M9, Manufacturing District No. 9, East Natick, is bounded by a 
line beginning at a point on the southwestern side of Oak Street about 
one-quarter mile southeastward from Pine Street, at the northern 
boundary line of land of the Commonwealth; thence running westerly 
by said boundary line 870 feet; thence northerly 400 feet to a point on a 
line at right angles with Oak Street 300 feet distant from the center 
line thereof; thence northeasterly by this line to Oak Street, south- 
easterly by the center line of Oak St. 500 feet; thence northerly parallel 
with the western boundary line of land of James Maffei 550 feet, easter- 
ly at right angles with said line 500 feet, southerly parallel with said 
line to the northern boundary line of land of the Commonwealth, and 
westerly by said boundary line to the point of beginning. 


17.3.4. Business Districts. Business Districts are denoted by the 
letter B followed by a numeral and are hereby established as described 
in the following list: 


B1, Business District No. 1, is bounded by a line beginning at a 
point on the northern side of West Central Street, 250 feet from the 
northwestern corner of Main Street, and running northerly parallel with 
Main Street to a line parallel with West Central Street and 145 feet 
distant northward from the northern side thereof; thence westerly by 
this line to Spring Street, northerly by Spring Street to Summer Street, 
easterly by Summer Street to a line 100 feet distant westward from and 
parallel with the western line of Main Street, northerly by this line 
to Middlesex Avenue and across the same to a point on the northern 
side thereof 80 feet distant from the western side of North Main Street ; 
thence northerly parallel to North Main Street to the center line of 
Mechanic Street, easterly by said center line extended to the eastern 
line of North Main Street and southerly by this line to a point 230 feet 
distant thereon from the corner of North Avenue; thence easterly at 
right angles with North Main Street to the southern line of Allea 
Court, easterly thereby to Walnut Street and across Walnut Street to 
a point on the eastern line thereof 240 feet distant by said line from the 
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northern side of North Avenue, thence easterly at right angles with 
Walnut Street to Washington Street, southerly by Washington Street 
to a line parallel with and 80 feet distant northward from the northern 
side of North Avenue, easterly by said line to Franklin Street, south- 
erly by Franklin Street to North Avenue, westerly by North Avenue to 
a point 100 feet eastward of the eastern line of Washington Street, 
southerly parallel with Washington Street to South Avenue, easterly 
by South Avenue to Dewey Street and southerly thereby, to a line 
‘parallel with and distant 160 feet northward from the northern line of 
East Central Street; thence westerly by said line to Hayes Street, south- 
erly by Hayes and Lincoln Streets to a line 150 feet distant southward 
from the southern side of East Central Street and parallel therewith, 
westerly by this line to Morse Street, southerly by Morse Street, west- 
erly by Common Street, southerly by Church Street, westerly by Bee 
Street, southerly by School Street, westerly by East Street, and across 
South Main Street to a point on the western side thereof 140 feet south- 
ward from the southwest corner of Whalen’s Lane; thence westerly 
parallel with Whalen’s Lane 120 feet; thence northerly parallel with 
South Main Street to the eastern line of Kimball Court, extended, and 
northerly by said line to Pond Street; thence northerly by a line at 
right angles with West Central Street to a point on the southern side 
thereof 245 feet from the southwest corner of South Main and West 
Central Streets, and across West Central Street to the point of begin- 
ning. 


B2, Business District No. 2, is bounded by a line beginning at 
the southeast corner of East Central and Union Streets, extending 
easterly by the southern line of East Central Street to a point 790 feet 
distant along said line from the center line of Union Street; thence 220 
feet southerly at right angles with East Central Street, westerly paralle! 
therewith to Union Street and northerly by the east side of Union 
Street to the point of beginning. 


B3, Business District No. 3, is bounded by a line beginning at 
the northeastern corner of Mansfield and East Central Streets and 
running 1400 feet easterly by the north side of East Central Street; 
thence 80 feet northerly at right angles therewith; thence westerly 
parallel with East Central Street to Mansfield Street and southerly 
thereby to the point of beginning. 


B4, Business District No. 4, East Natick, is bounded by a line 
beginning at a point on the center line of Worcester Street at the 
Natick-Wellesley boundary line and running northerly by said boundary 
line 140 feet; thence westerly parallel with Worcester Street to Oak 
Street; thence southerly by the center line of Oak Street to a line 
parallel with and 175 feet distant southward from the center line of 
Worcester Street, easterly by said line to Wellesley boundary and north- 
erly by said boundary to the point of beginning. 

B5, Business District No. 5, South Natick, comprises a_ tract 
bounded on the east by Union and Eliot Streets, on the north by an 
extension of the southern line of Broad’s Avenue westerly to a point 
165 feet from the western side of Union Street, on the south by a line 
passing through the southwest corner of the Bacon Library grounds 
and extending northwesterly at right angles with the Eliot Street 
boundary to a point 140 feet from the northwestern side of Eliot Street, 
and on the west by a straight line joining said points. 


B6, Business District No. 6, South Natick, is bounded by a line 
15 | 
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beginning at the southeast corner of Broad’s Avenue and Union Street 
and running southeasterly and easterly by the eastern and northern 
lines of Union and Eliot Streets to a point on the northern side of Eliot 
Street 590 feet eastward from the east line of the engine-house lot of 
the Town of Natick; thence northerly at right angles with Eliot Street 
200 feet; thence westerly and northwesterly parallel to the aforesaid 
lines of Eliot and Union Streets to the southern line of Broad’s Avenue 
and westerly thereby 200 feet to the point of beginning. 


B7, Business District No. 7, South Natick, is bounded by a line 
beginning at a point on Pleasant Street at the north shore of the Charles 
River and running northerly and easterly by the eastern and southern 
lines of Pleasant and Eliot Streets to Auburn Street; thence southerly 
by Auburn Street 160 feet; thence westerly parallel with Eliot Street to 
a line parallel with and 250 feet eastward from the eastern side of 
Pleasant Street, southerly by this line to the northern shore of the 
Charles River and westerly thereby to the point of beginning. 


58, Business District No. 8, West Natick, is bounded on the south 
by a line crossing the center line of Speen Street at right angles 225 
feet distant southward from its intersection with the center line of Pond 
Street, on the west by a line crossing the center line of Mill Street at 
right angles 200 feet distant westward from said intersection, on the 
north by a line extending westerly at right angles with the center line 
of Speen Street from a point therein 150 feet distant northward from 
said intersection and a line extending easterly from said point parallel 
with Pond Street to a Brook, which, extends thence southerly across 
Pond Street and bounds the district on the east. 


B9, Business District No. 9, West Natick, is bounded by a line 
beginning at the southeast corner of Home Avenue and West Central 
Street and running easterly by the southern line of West Central Street 
to a point on the western boundary line of Henry Wilson Memorial 
Park extended; thence southerly at right angles with West Central 
Street to a point 200 feet distant from the center line thereof; thence 
westerly parallel with West Central Street to the eastern line of Home 
Avenue and northerly thereby to the point of beginning. 


B10, Business District No. 10, West Natick, comprises a tract 
bounded on the west by the Natick-Framingham boundary line, on the 
north by the Boston and Albany Railroad and on the east and south 
by Beaver Dam Brook. 


Bil, Business District No. 11, West Natick, is bounded by a line 
beginning at a point in the center line of Speen Street 300 feet north- 
ward from its intersection with the center line of Purington Avenue, 
and running easterly at right angles with Speen Street 130 feet, thence 
northerly parallel with Speen Street 220 feet, westerly across Speen 
Street at right angles 300 feet, and thence southerly parallel therewith 
to the southern boundary line, at right angles to Speen Street through 
the point of beginning. 


B12, Business District No. 12, West Natick, comprises the triangu- 
lar tract bounded on the west by Speen Street, on the north by Worcester 
Street and on the southeast by Hartford Street. 


B13, Business District No. 13, North Natick, comprises a tract 
bounded on the east by the westerly line of North Main Street, opposite 
the end of Pine Street, and extending 200 feet back from said line 
between the present lots No. 424 and No. 434. 
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B14, Business District No. 14, North Natick, comprises a tract 
bounded on the northerly side by the southern line of Pine Street 
and on the west by the easterly line of North Main Street, extend- 
ing 185 feet back therefrom and approximately 400 feet southerly from 
the southern line of Pine Street to the northern boundary of lot No. 
419 on North Main Street. 


B15, Business District No. 15, North Natick, comprises a tract 
bordering on the western side of North Main Street extending 400 feet 
southward from the southern side of Evergreen Road and 100 feet in 
depth from the western line of North Main Street. 


- B16, Business District No. 16, Sunnyside, is bounded by a line 
beginning at a point in the center line of North Main Street 375 feet 
southerly thereon from its intersection with the center line of Worcester 
Street; thence running easterly parallel to Worcester Street 175 feet; 
thence easterly by a straight line to a point in the center line of Park 
Avenue 200 feet southward from the center line of Worcester Street, 
northerly by the center line of Park Avenue to Worcester Street and 
easterly by the center line of Worcester Street 700 feet; thence north- 
erly at right angles to Worcester Street 400 feet ; thence westerly parallel 
with Worcester Street to a line parallel with North Main Street and 
275 feet east of the center line thereof; northerly by this line 640 feet; 
thence westerly parallel with Worcester Street to a point 400 feet west 
of the western line of North Main Street; thence southerly parallel 
with North Main Street to a point 140 feet south of the center line of 
Lake Shore Road; thence westerly parallel to Lake Shore Road to the 
center line of Sunnyside Road, southerly by said line extended to a 
point 240 feet south of the center line of Worcester Street, and thence 
by a straight line to the point of beginning. 


B17, Business District No. 17, Felchville, is bounded by a line 
beginning at the southwest corner of North Main and Fisher Streets 
and running thence southerly by the western line of North Main Street 
to a point 100 feet northward thereon from the center line of Kansas 
Street; thence westerly at right angles with North Main Street to the 
Saxonville Branch of the Boston and Albany Railroad, northerly there- 
by to a line parallel with and 150 feet distant westward from the west- 
ern line of North Main Street, northerly by this line to the southern line 
of Fisher Street and easterly thereby to the point of beginning. 

B18, Business District No. 18, Middlesex Avenue, is bounded by 
a line beginning at a point on the western side of Spring Street 75 feet 
south of the southern line of Middlesex Avenue, running thence northerly 
to said line, westerly thereby to the eastern line of Washington Avenue, 
thence southerly by said eastern line 60 feet; thence easterly parallel 
with Middlesex Avenue about 392 feet to the western boundary of land 
of the Town of Natick, and thence easterly by a straight line to the 
point of beginning. 

B19, Business District No. 19, West Natick, comprises the tract 
between West Central Street and the Boston and Albany Railroad, 
bounded on the east by Speen Street and on the west by Mill Street. 


17.3.5. Single-family Residence Districts. Single-family Residence 
Districts are denoted by the letter S followed by a numeral and are 
hereby established as described in the following list: 

S1, Single-family Residence District No. 1, is bounded by a line 
beginning at the crossing of Walnut and Shattuck Streets and running 
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westerly by the northern line of Shattuck Street extended to North 
Main Street; thence northwesterly by North Main Street to a line 
parallel with and 500 feet distant westward from Park Avenue and 
northerly by this line to the southern boundary of Business District No. 
16; thence easterly by said boundary line to Park Avenue and northerly 
by Park Avenue to Worcester Street; thence easterly by the center line 
of Worcester Street to the center line of Middle Street extended and 
thence southeasterly at 45 degrees with Worcester Street to a straight 
line at right angles with Worcester Street running southerly across 
Bacon Street 250 feet eastward from its intersection with Marion Street ; 
southerly by this line to a line parallel with and 200 feet distant south- 
ward from the northern line of Shattuck Street extended, westerly by 
said parallel line to Walnut Street and northerly by Walnut Street to 
the point of beginning. This district comprises all the territory within 
said boundary except a tract included in the General Residence District 
and bounded on the north by Bacon Street, on the west by Middle 
Street, on the south by the center line of Highland Street extended 
eastward, and on the east by a line parallel with and 200 feet distant 
westward from the center line of Marion Street. 


S2, Single-family Residence District No. 2, is bounded by a line 
beginning at a point on the northern side of West Central Street 395 
feet from the western line of Main Street and running northerly 
parallel with Main Street 145 feet; thence westerly parallel with West 
Central Street to the western line of Parker Court, northerly by this 
line to the southern line of Middlesex Avenue extended westward by the 
southern boundary line of land of the Town of Natick; westerly by 
this line to a straight line parallel with and 100 feet west of the center 
line of the northern section of Cemetery Street, extended, and south- 
erly by this line to a line parallel with and 200 feet distant northward 
from the center line of Pond Street, easterly by this line to the center 
line of Palmer Avenue and thence easterly parallel to West Central 
Street 350 feet; thence northerly by a line at right angles with West 
Central Street to the northern line thereof and easterly by said northern 
line to the point of beginning. 


S53, Single-family Residence District No. 3, is bounded by a line 
beginning at the intersection of Eliot Street and Badger Avenue and 
running northwesterly by the center line of Badger Avenue extended 
to Woodland Street, thence running southwesterly by Woodland Street 
to the boundary of land of Association of Franco-American Oblate 
Fathers; thence southeasterly, southwesterly, and northwesterly by 
boundary of said Oblate Fathers’ land to Woodland Street; thence 
northwesterly at right angles with Woodland Street 200 feet; thence 
westerly parallel with Woodland Street to Cottage Street, southerly by 
Cottage Street and westerly by Farwell Street to Rockland Street; 
thence westerly at right angles with Rockland Street 250 feet; thence 
southerly by a line parallel with Rockland Street extended to a line 
parallel with and 250 feet distant southward from Everett Street; 
thence easterly by this parallel line across Eliot Street to a line 
parallel with and 250 feet distant southward from Eliot Street, and 
easterly by this line to the Charles River; thence northeasterly by the 
left Bank of the Charles River to the center line of Badger Avenue 
extended, and northwesterly by said line to the point of beginning.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Town of Natick, during the current year, has felt to a great 
extent, the depressing condition caused by the general unemploy- 
ment situation. It has been an unusual year in the Town’s history, 
due to the fact that while many estimable men and women sought 
work of one kind or another they found it impossible to secure any 
employment. The Board of Selectmen has worked in conjunction 
with the Board of Public Welfare; the Board of Public Works and 
other town departments in attempting to open up employment, and 
insofar as it was able to alleviate the distress caused by these unusual 
times. 


It is a matter of great satisfaction to the Board of Selectmen of 
Natick at this time to call attention to the patriotic and christian 
organizations of our Town who have worked shoulder to shoulder 
for the past year in extending help, encouragement and cheer to 
many of their less fortunate brothers and sisters. In this connection, 
as fathers of the Town, we desire to publically mention and thank 
the Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks; Knights of Columbus; 
Catholic Women’s Club; Rotary Club; Natick Masonic Com- 
mandery; Natick Woman’s Club; Italian-American Club; Takawam- 
bait Lodge of Odd Fellows; Edward P. Clark Post, American 
Legion; Veterans of Foreign Wars; Natick Unemployment Com- 
mittee and many others who rendered service of a high order. 


During December, 1930, it became apparent to our Board that 
certain work might be done during the winter months that would 
help many worthy heads of families to earn wages without resorting 
to help from the Town, and in this connection the Board of Select- 
men called a special Town Meeting on January 5, 1931, for the pur- 
pose of appropriating funds for work to be performed by the unem- 
ployed. The sum of $7,300 was appropriated for work to be done in 
the interior of school houses, and this fund the Natick School Com- 
mittee is expending in a very judicious manner among the indigent 
unemployed. This work, together with the extra work being done 
in other departments, we believe will greatly aid the unemployment 
situation during the three most distressing months in the year, 
namely—January, February and March, and will provide work up to 
a time when other industries may be resorted to for employment. 


The Board of Selectmen has given considerable attention to the 
program of streets and highways in the Town of Natick. We be- 
lieve that the Town generally—and especially the merchants—are 
greatly aided by good broad thoroughfares and proper and reason- 
able parking’ regulations. 


During the past year East Central Street, which prior to the 
year 1930, was a dangerous thoroughfare for travel, has been con- 
structed and constitutes one of the finest stretches of highway in the 
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Commonwealth.: The same is true of West Central Street from 
Cemetery Street to Framingham Town Line. Washington Street, 
which prior to this time was a narrow and congested highway now 
gives ample room for motorists to park and transact business and 
has become safer for pedestrian traffic. Our Board hopes that this 
year Washington Street may be completed at the southwesterly and 
northwesterly terminals. 


The Board of Selectmen, this past year, have adopted a new 
plan of taxing gasoline pumps, based upon the number of thousands 
‘of gallons of gasoline and oil stored at the gasoline stations, and this 
tax is paid by the licensee when the license is issued by the Board 
of Selectmen. And a further tax is made upon the licensee upon re- 
newal of said license. We have been able by this plan to turn into 
the Town treasury about $700 for taxes thus acquired in the year 
1930. 


We have been called upon during the year to make a great many 
important appointments in the various Town departments. Our 
Town having voted a permanent police force we caused to be ap- 
pointed as Sergeants of Police Martin J. Fair and Frank A. Roberts, 
both Natick boys and patrolmen who had successfully passed the 
Civil Service examinations. As the last step in perfecting our per- 
manent police force the question of extending Civil Service to the 
office of Chief of Police will appear on the ballot at our coming 
March election, and we believe the best interests of the Police De- 
partment and the welfare of our Town demands that the Chief of 
Police be appointed for life under the rules and regulations of the 
Massachusetts Civil Service Commission. 


We take this opportunity of thanking each and every department 
of the Town for the co-operation given to our Board; and to the 
citizens of Natick who have generously aided and assisted our Board 
in the administration of Town affairs we express to them our pro- 
found thanks.

REMARKS 


The year 1930 has been the most active in the records of the 
Department due to a great extent to the extreme dry seasons of the 
Spring and Fall. The Department responded to a total of 463 calls 
to December 3lst, 1930. 

At this time I recommend the purchase of a Forest Fire Pump and 
Equipment the total cost being approximately $1,218.00. This import- 
ant equipment is in use today by a great many cities and towns having 
forest areas. 

At the present time the apparatus is in good condition, the 
750-gallon Maxim Pumping Engine, after seven years’ service, has 
been thoroughly overhauled and painted and is today, practically a 
new machine.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


During the past year five of the old type fire alarm boxes, number 
16, 43, 23, 26 and 34, were rebuilt over new and installed in the East 
Natick Section. 


A new box number 244 was installed in the Natick Town Home, 
box 252 at the Natick High School and box 253 at the Parochial 
School on East Central Street. These boxes are of the auxiliary type 
whereby an alarm of fire may be sounded without leaving the building. 
All schoolhouses in the Town are now equipped with the auxiliary 
type box. | 


The system on East and West Central Streets was rebuilt on 
account of the new cement road being constructed and the entire 
system gone over, all grounds being removed, old wires being replaced 
with new, as well as decayed cross arms, etc. 


' Temporary. changes have been made on number one circuit to 
handle the additional boxes installed. This will require a larger appro- 
priation this year to complete the work.

Gentlemen: 
The following is a summary of my work during the year 1930. 
Contagious Disease: 


Quarantine and Release calls, 246 
Complaint and Special follow-up, 21 
Toxin-Antitoxin treatments given this year, 385 
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Clinics were held at the schools in various sections of the Town 
for the Pre-School, Public School and Parochial School groups. 


A complete list of all Toxin-Antitoxin treatments is now kept 
at our office. 


_ Contagious disease supervision was given at our Parochial School. 
Time was also spent with the School physician, giving physical 
examinations. 


Disease epidemics have been very mild during the year. We 
continue a close follow-up system with the School Department on 
all Contagious diseases. The physicians have also shown co-operation 
by reporting all diseases promptly.

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Much interest in our work has been shown by many organiz- 
ations and I have received donations for Milk, Cod liver Oil, and 
other necessities for babies and small children. Money, warm 
clothing and foods for distribution at Christmas and throughout the 
winter, have been donated by individuals at various times during 
the year...

Report of Laboratory Examinations of Milk 


Department of Public Health, 
Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


The following is a report of Laboratory examinations of milk 
samples during the year 1930. 


A total of 275 samples were examined. As a routine procedure, 
each sample was tested for butter fat, total solid, sediment and keep- 
ing qualities. Frequent checks were made when the reductose test 
indicated a high bacterial count. 


Plating and microscopical examinations were conducted in a 
number of cases. In one case where the milk was suspected 4s 
being the possible source of severe cases of gastro-intestinal dis- 
turbance, special plating, cultural and biochemic tests were con- 
ducted at regular intervals, during which time the raw milk was 
withheld from the market, and pasteurized until such time as labora- 
tory tests definitely established the raw milk to be fit for consump- 
tion. 


In general the laboratory tests showed the milk supply of Natick 
to be up to standard. When any sample fell below standard, a 
report was made to the Dairy and Milk Inspector and subsequent 
tests would show an improvement, usually bringing it up to standard.

Dairies supplying Milk and Cream to Natick are located in 
Natick, Dover, Sherborn, Charles River, Framingham, Wayland, 
Holliston, Metcalf, Braggville, Medway, Millis, Hopkinton, Ashland, 
Fayville, Northboro, Southboro, Westboro, Upton, Marlboro, Hudson, 
and South Sudbury. Market milk and cream is received from Western 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. 


All local dairies were inspected several times during the year. 
Samples of milk were collected each month from all dealers for 
Laboratory examination. In instances where the report from the 
Laboratory showed that any given sample was below standard an 
investigation was made and suggestions given for overcoming the 
trouble, and after a reasonable lapse of time additional milk samples 
were collected and submitted to the Laboratory for examination. 
These Laboratory examinations of milk samples each month has 
resulted in better methods of handling milk and therefore is a 
decided improvement in the milk supply of the town. 


Progress is being made in having the local milk supply come 
from tuberculosis free animals. To this end the Board of Health 
has made a regulation that all milk, either raw or pasteurized, sold 
in Natick, shall be from cattle under State and Federal Supervision 
for the eradication of tuberculosis.

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Report of Inspector of Animals 


Department of Public Health, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the 
year 1930. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Conservation, Division of Animal 
Industry, was made during the months of January and February. A 
certificate of health, as provided, was given to the owner or persons 
in charge, when animals were found healthy. Animals showing 
symptoms of a contagious disease were quarantined and reported to 
the Division of Animal Industry. 


Seventy premises were visited, 1309 animals were examined, 
456 cows, 66 heifers, 19 bulls, 759 swine, 6 sheep and 3 goats. With 
few exceptions the animals were in good condition and the stables 
were clean. During the year a number of horses and cows were 
shipped in from out of State, which were examined and released 
from quarantine. Additional inspections were made by me on stables 
where cattle are under State and Federal Supervision for the eradi- 
cation of Tuberculosis on order from the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


During the year 60 dogs were examined on complaints, 51 dogs 
having bitten one or more persons were placed under quarantine 
for the regulation period of two weeks, they were then reexamined 
and released from quarantine on orders of the Division of Animal 
Industry. There have been no cases of rabies in Natick during 1930. 
A number of cases have developed in neighboring towns and it is 
my belief that Natick has been free from this disease because of the 
free inoculation Clinics against rabies conducted by the Department 
of Health.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. OF MOTH 
DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


Am pleased to report that we still have, through thorough hand 
work and parasistism, another decrease in the Gypsy Moth. At 
casual observations in the early fall there did not seem to be hardly 
any egg clusters but when we came to hunt for them on our street 
tree creosoting we found it a different story. We found them 
scattered through-out the town but in a few less numbers than last 
year except the work we done for the State on the State Highway. 
Along this road we found a good many. Most likely brought in on 
Autos from various sections where the insect is worse than here. 
On our street trees we found as high as 25 egg clusters on an indi- 
vidual tree so careful work should continue if we wish to keep our 
trees in the good condition that we now have them. The State of 
Mass. and the U. §. Government authorities at our recent Moth 
Supts. Conference in Boston strongly advocate keeping up the work 
of creosoting and spraying. 


We done considerable brush cleaning along some of the back 
roads in bad weather that we could not do much else and which 
makes it easier for insect suppression as well as making the roads 
safer for travel, more beautiful, and lessens the fire menace. 


We still seem to be free from the Brown Tail Moth though 
they still have them but a few miles away from us. The city of 
Marlboro called on us again this year and we went up with the 
Truck Sprayer and did one day’s spraying for them.

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REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Natick, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


We did not loose quite so many trees from gas leaks the past 
year. Only one being removed but we have a few standing which 
are dead from gas leaks. They have not been removed on account 
of our not as yet had a new agreement drawn up with the new Gas 
Co. Had considerable delay and some difficulty in obtaining a back 
bill of $274.50 owed us by the former Company. I finally got it. I 
expect a new agreement will be drawn up soon. 


Have had several trees die from natural causes and some decayed 
dangerous trees that had to be removed. 


Had two Elm Trees blow down in storms on account of deceptive 
decay. Considerable more trimming was done again this year of 
low limbs obstructing Electric Lights also considerable dead wood 
removed. The Edison Co. also did a lot of dead wood removal for 
us in trees where they were trimming around the wires under my 
supervision. 


On account of the Special Appropriation for Shade Tree planting 
we were able to do considerable planting which we were unable to 
do in former years. On account of the high price of trees the money 
does not go very far. We planted more trees than we could have, 
had we had to buy them all from the nursery. Our dear departed 
friend, Mr. Oscar T. Bartlett had 14 fine, maples in his back yard 
which he sold to us for one third of what we had to pay at the 
nursery. We planted 86 trees and far as I know only two have died. 
One caused by a gas leak and the other by an unknown reason. On 
account of the very dry summer we took the big spray truck and 
watered these trees at intervals. We planted several of the trees 
on High and Pitts Sts. and Circular Ave. where there were no trees 
and they have made a wonderful improvement to the looks of the 
streets and property. On the south side of Circular Ave. the houses 
are so close to the street it is obvious trees should not be planted on 
the property side of walk and on the road side of the walk the 
gravel blends into the street so it is not possible to plant there under 
present conditions. A curbing should be installed here and a grass 
plot made between the walk and the street. Trees could then be 
planted here and it would make a beautiful street and vast asset to 
the property. As far as possible the trees this year were planted on 
the property side of the side-walk where conditions would permit 
and the property owner has given permission. Under present con- 
ditions they will do far better there.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


Under Article 84 of the 1930 Town Warrant the town voted to 
establish a Town Forest of 10 acres, taking a portion of waste land 
of the Town Farm adjoining Memorial Park at Dug Pond. On a 
motion of Mr. James A. Wheeler $100.00 was appropriated to do some 
planting. After this vote it became necessary for the Selectmen to 
appoint a Town Forest Committee. One for 3 years, one for 2 years 
and one for 1 year. One person to be appointed each year there-after 
for 3 years. The committee appointed were J. EK. Wight 3 years, 
James A. Wheeler 2 years, and Daniel Sargent 1 year. Owing to 
the absence of Mr. Sargent in Europe Mr. Wheeler and Wight took 
up the work of planting. 


On application to the State Forestry Div. they furnished us 
5,000 White and 2,000 Red Pine seedling trees 3 and 4 years old. At 
the time of planting it was exceedingly hot and dry and on account 
of the extreme dry summer we lost some of the trees. An estimate 
of not over 20% died which is very gratifying considering conditions. 


The Public Works Engineering Dept. very graciously surveyed 
off the land for us. Of the $100.00 that appropriated $95.00 was spent 
for planting and $5.00 for brush cutting. All was spent for labor. It 
is hoped we will be able to plant the balance of the land this year. 
If more land is considered invaluable to the Town Farm, which it 
appears to be, it is hoped by the committee that more of this land 
will be added to the Forest shortly.

Pursuant to Chapter 54, Section 6, of Massachusetts General 
Laws, the Selectmen of the Town of Natick, after holding Public 
Hearings and after consulting with the Board of Registrar of Voters. 
Town Counsel, and Town Engineer of our Town, and as a result of 
careful survey and study of the situation, have prepared a division 
of the Town of Natick into convenient Voting Precincts, and have 
so far as possible, made the center line of Streets or Ways, or other 
well defined limits, the boundaries of the proposed Precincts, and 
have designated them by numbers as follows:

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RE-VALUATION 


In accordance with the vote of the Town at the March Meeting 
in 1929, your Committee was apointed to act under Article 67 which 
read as follows: . 


PWOTEC. 4. /<:... 


That a Committee of five be appointed who shall employ 
an expert appraiser or appraisers who shall assist the 
Assessors in arriving at their valuations on real estate 
and shall also employ whatever clerical help may be 
necessary to aid the Assessors in bringing about an 
equalization of real estate values at the earliest possible 
time and that the sum of $7000 be appropriated for this 
purpose.” 


The Committee held its first meeting on April 29th, and set about 
to find an appraiser or a firm competent to do the work at a figure 
commensurate with the value of the results to be obtained and within 
the appropriation. 


This was the most difficult part of the work, and having con- 
sidered and investigated numerous plans and methods, representatives 
of the Lloyd-Thomas Co. of Chicago were met on July 22, 1929 and 
on August 14, 1929 a contract was made with them on behalf of the 
town and the work was begun at once. About 65% of all buildings 
in the town had been already measured and inspected in the three 
previous years by the Gleason Engineering Co., and under the con- 
tract the Lloyd-Thomas Co. examined and appraised this portion of 
the work and then measured, sketched and appraised the remaining 
35% of the buildings. 


Included in the work of the Lloyd-Thomas Co. was the making 
of cards of uniform size bearing sketches of all buildings drawn 
approximately to scale and dimensioned for future use. These cards 
and their indices now form a valuable addition to the Assessors’ 
records and are filed in their office. 


While the building appraisals were being made your Committee 
Was meeting regularly and frequently, twenty-three meetings in all 
being held, and with the assistance of Mr. John E. Jennings and Mr. 
P. Harvey Donlon of the Board of Assessors and Mr. C. Arthur 
Dowse, Treasurer of the Natick Five Cents Savings Bank, and Mr. 
John S. M. Glidden, Vice President of the Henry Wilson Co- 
operative Bank (these two institutions holding approximately 80% 
of all the mortgages held in town) and Mr. Julius L. Heisler, 
Engineer in Charge, Lloyd-Thomas Co., this Committee temporarily 
enlarged to ten, placed unit prices per square foot on land fronting 
on all the streets in the town. This work completed, the Committee 
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issued and had placed in every house within the confines of the town 
a four page statement under the title “New property valuations.” 


This statement is here reprinted and becomes a part of this 
report. 


NEW PROPERTY VALUATIONS 


Prices On Land Established For Natick 


The Committee on Revaluation of Real Estate, appointed after 
the Annual Town Meeting last March, hereby submit the following 
tentative, square foot values on land, by streets and by precincts, 
throughout the Town of Natick. 


These values have been arrived at by careful study and are sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the public. They are not final, and 
we ask for the careful scrutiny of every taxpayer that no injustice 
may be done to anyone, anywhere. The Committee after a thorough 
investigation selected the Lloyd-Thomas Company of Chicago to 
make the revaluation in our Town. Since September Ist their organ- 
ization has been with us. We are well pleased with their work. The 
staff has been of a very high grade of architects, appraisers and 
engineers. Our meetings with them have averaged over one night 
a week and the Town is safeguarded by a contract drawn by the 
Town Counsel. 


The land values now presented are what is known as “Sound 
Values.” These will be regulated by the area to fit into the Cam- 
bridge System. This system of land valuation has been in use in the 
City of Cambridge and has achieved as perfect equalization as is 
possible. There have been two tables used, one for business, and 
one for residential sites. 


It is a known fact that in business sites the front part of a lot 
is the more valuable. The show windows of stores are the most 
valuable part, being toward the front. A business lot 100 feet deep 
is what is considered a 100% lot. ‘Taking this lot, the first 50 feet 
is more valuable than the rear 50 feet, whereas if a lot is deeper than 
100 feet the receding depth past 100 feet becomes less valuable as the 
lot lengthens in depth. 


On residence lots, contrary to business lots, if the depth is less 
than 100 feet it is not more desirable for residential purposes than a 
full lot. Below are some examples of lot computation.

By the above table it can be readily seen how these factors work. 
Whereas the first 50 feet of the above lot is worth $6950, the next 
50 feet is worth only $3050. The 50 feet past the 100 foot depth is 
worth only $1700. And the further back the land goes the less 
valuable it becomes.

By this table it can be seen that no increase has taken place in 
the factor for the lot which is only 50 feet deep, but the receding 
depth past 100 feet decreases in value. 


The units submitted herewith are for good level lots. Any lot 
having a depression, being rocky or any other encumbrance, or wet 
soil, will be depreciated according to the nature of the land. 


After these final values have been submitted to the Assessors, 
it will then be for them to determine what base or percentage will be 
applied for assessing purposes. 


Before starting on land values your committee decided to have 
meetings and discussions as to sound and relative values, and called 
in the Assessors and representatives of the Banks, who place through 
their investment committees 90% of the mortgages in the town. The 
co-ordination which was produced has been of great value. With Mr. 
Heisler, the engineer in charge, we have had a committee of ten to 
produce the work which is now placed before you. The committee 
acting on land values consists of:

Following the statement, the next two pages recorded the unit 
price per sq. ft. on every street in town divided into the four precincts, 
that every taxpayer might know his own land value and it was 
requested that suggestions be offered regarding any changes that 
Since less than thirty such recommendations were 
received by this Committee and the Board of Assessors, there is 
good reason to believe that the land values set met with general 
approval particularly when it is considered that there are some 3400 
real estate taxpayers representing over 4500 parcels of land.

All of the work was completed and final payment was made on 
July 9, 1930. 

As a result of this work the tax rate was reduced from $49.40 in 
1929 to $30.75 in 1930 and the total assessed valuation of real estate 
went from $11,745,000 in 1929 to $17,631,725 or an increase of $5,886,725. 
The lower rate of taxation will prove of inestimable benefit to the 
town in attracting to it desirable citizens who would otherwise be 
discouraged from making their homes in Natick by the former high 
rate. Business and industry will also find it more advantageous than 
formerly to locate here. 

While considerable difference in values has been necessarily effec- 
ted in a number of instances, such changes have been brought about 
by the application of the methods described in this report and the 
results reflect a degree of fairness not obtainable by any other system. 

The cost of the appraisers’ work is represented in two contracts, 
one for $6000 for the appraisal and supervision and $500 for clerical 
work in adjusting the new method to the former system. The inciden- 
tal expenses amounted to $381.94, as follows:

The attention of all the cities and town in the Commonwealth 
has been directed to the successful development of an economic 
principle, and it has been a source of satisfaction to the Committee 
in watching the progress of this work in all its interesting details to 
see the increasing desire in many other communities for the adoption 
of scientific assessment of real estate and to know that Natick has 
taken the lead in the execution of these methods. 

The cooperation of Tax Commissioner Henry F. Long and Mr. 
Edward T. Kelly, Chairman of the Boston Assessors was asked for 
and most cheerfully given and your Committee is grateful for the 
valuable advice and assistance of these gentlemen. Mr. Kelly visited 
Natick many times and worked with the Assessors in checking over 
the valuations of our mercantile buildings. For all his visits and 
interviews he declined to accept any compensation. 

The Committee recommends that that part of the land in the 
town not surveyed under the Assessors Map and Block system and 
consisting of about 35% of the town area be completed as soon as 
possible and that all building information measured under the old 
Gleason Engineering Company’s survey be at once replaced from 
field slips to proper cards to tie in with the present system.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED BY THE 
TOWN MODERATOR ON ARTICLE 34, 
TOWN WARRANT OF MARCH 1930 


We believe that poor roads are hindering the development oi 
property on Evergreen Road and Lake Forest Park. Real Estate 
will not sell, banks do not want to invest their money and insurance 
rates are high. 


Evergreen Road is the main thoroughfare with five roads leading 
from it which makes what is known as Lake Forest Park which com- 
prises one fifth of the population of North Natick. All these roads 
are twenty feet wide and will have to be widened to be accepted by 
the Town. Evergreen Road is very heavily travelled. 


We recommend that the Town lay out and construct Evergreen 
Road and that this work be done under the Betterment Law. 


All those who give land necessary for widening this road shall 
not receive a higher assessed valuation for at least five years. 


All those who cannot be located, or will not give their property, 
the Town will condemn and take what is necessary for construction 
of this road by right of eminent domain. These property owners 
shall be reassessed according to benefits received by the betterment. 


We recommend that 1200 feet shall be constructed in 1931, and 
balance in 1932, Also that the other roads of Lake Forest Park may 
be constructed under the same plan as they are applied for, but the 
Town can limit to no more than one road in any one year.

beg to make the following report. 


Your committee has carefully considered the matters encumbered 
by this article and given weight to the many benefits that would resu!t 
from a new municipal building and further considered the advantages 
that would accrue from the erection of a building fitting and proper 
for the purpose intended, but feel that all these considerations are not 
sufficiently pressing to warrant the Town of Natick in appropriating 
at this time the large sum of money necessary for the fulfillment of 
this purpose. 


We are further unanimous in our decision that there is no pres- 
ent emergency that would warrant Saas the Town with such a 
heavy financial load. 


While believing that the time is not far distant when the subject 
matter of this article may properly become a pertinent and pressing 
question, we feel justified in respectfully submitting that the time 
is inopportune for the erection of a municipal building.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE IN RE. CONNECTING 
NATICK SEWERAGE SYSTEM WITH 
METROPOLITAN SYSTEM 


The committee appointed. under Article No. 62 of the annual 
Town Meeting held in March, 1930, to investigate the advisability of 
connecting the sewerage system of the Town of Natick with that of 
the Metropolitan System submits the following report as to its 
findings. 


The article under which the committee was appointed reads as 
follows: 


“Article 62. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to petition the General Court for authority to 
join the Metropolitan Sewerage System, that a committee 
of five be appointed to consider and report the annual 
estimated rental and cost of said connection, or otherwise 
act thereon.” 


The first meeting of the committee was held in June, 1930, and 
careful consideration was given to the report of a former committee 
appointed to consider this subject, which was submitted at the annual 
town meeting in March, 1926. This report discussed in detail the 
comparative costs of joining the Metropolitan Sewerage System 
with the cost of maintenance of the existing type of sewage disposal. 
This committee is in full accord with the views expressed by the 
former committee and sees no reason for going into the subject 
matter covered by that report, which showed clearly that it would 
cost the town about 38% more in maintenance charges to belong to 
the Metropolitan System than it does to operate the existing inter- 
mittent filtration system. 


This committee feels that the additional cost is not warranted, 
but at the same time desiring to go somewhat into the question as to 
whether or not it would be possible for the Town of Natick to join 
the Metropolitan Sewerage System, the chairman of your committee 
wrote Mr. Davis B. Keniston, Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
District Commission, requesting his views on the subject. He in turn 
referred the matter to the State Department of Public Health and 
later forwarded to the chairman of your committee a copy of a letter 
from the State Department of Public Health, which sets forth in de- 
tail the various points where connections might be made with the 
Metropolitan System; but the letter clearly indicates that all these 
trunk line sewers are now, or soon will be, operating to capacity 
and, therefore, the addition of another town to the system would 
mean the building of an additional trunk line sewer in the immediate 
future. In conclusion, the letter states that it would be inadvisable 
to admit Natick to this system. 
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This committee feels that it would be unwise to attempt to 
secure legislation from the General Court admitting Natick to the 
Metropolitan System when such legislation would in all probability 
fail to meet with the approval of the State Department of Public 
Health, and would presumably be opposed by the cities and towns 
within the metropolitan district. Furthermore, owing to the fact that 
the sewage disposal system of the Town of Framingham is similar to 
that of the Town of Natick and the filtration beds are located adja- 
cent to those of the town, it would appear that the Town of Natick 
would secure no relief from odors arising from the existing system 
so long as the Framingham system continues to operate. The Town 
of Framingham has in recent years expended a considerable sum in 
improving and extending its system of filtration beds and, while your 
committee has not taken this matter up with the Town of Framing- 
ham, it feels that the Town of Framingham would not care to join 
the metropolitan district at this time and its failing to do so would 


mean that, should the Town of Natick join the metropolitan district, . 


it would be faced with the additional costs of such a connection and 
yet would secure no direct benefit therefrom. If at some time in the 
future the two towns were to jointly seek admission to the metropol- 
itan sewerage district, the cost to each town would be considerably 
less than would be the case should each town join independently. 


This committee having reached the decision that it is not advis- 
able for the Town of Natick to join the metropolitan district sewer- 
age system, the next question considered was whether or not any- 
thing could be done in the matter of improving the existing disposal 
system so as to alleviate to some extent the odors which arise from 
the filtration system. Here again it appears that should extensive 
improvements ever be undertaken, it might be advisable for the 
Town of Framingham and the Town of Natick to work jointly; but 
your committee has not gone into any details as to a possible solution 
of the problem in this manner. 


In conference with Mr. Edward Wright, Sanitary Engineer of 
the Department of Public Health, he has stated that the simplest 
and most direct method of eliminating or reducing the odors which 
arise from the filtration system rests in providing a larger area of 
filtration beds and'in keeping them as remote as possible from the 
highways and residental sections. It is quite probable that should 
the town expend a sum of money in improving the existing filter 
beds and system of handling sewage equivalent to that which it 
would cost to construct connections with the metropolitan district, 
the odors arising from the filtration system would be minimized to a 
large extent and the maintenance cost of such an improved filtration 
system would probably still be less than would be the maintenance 
cost of disposing of the sewage through the metropolitan system. 


The reports of the State Department of Public Health state the 
area of filter beds available for Natick sewage is not sufficient to 
properly care for the sewage during a normal year although records 
for 1930 show a great depreciation in the volume of sewage passing 
to the filter beds over the records of preceding years. This is prob- 
ably due to the lack of rainfall during the year and cannot be used 
as a basis for future requirements. A comparison of Natick sewage 
with that of Framingham, if we exclude the year 1930, shows that 
the percentage of solid matter in the Natick sewage is normally only 
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about one-third that of Framingham. The Framingham sewage is 
however treated in Imhoff tanks and this tends to reduce somewhat 
the solid matter deposited on the filter beds. In so far as odor from 
the beds is concerned the use of Imhoff tanks will have little effect 
except in that it will reduce the quantity of solid matter and thereby 
hasten to some extent the filtration of liquids. The records for the © 
year 1930 show little difference in the volume of solid matter in the 
sewage of these two towns due probably to the fact that there has 
been little leakage of drainage water into the Natick system and 
furthermore, it is worthy of note that the volume of Natick sewage 
pumped has been falling off in recent years due apparently to the 
installation of cast iron sewer pipe in substitution for old pipe re- 
moved. This means that doubtless the solid matter in the Natick 
sewage will show a gradual increase in percentage of volume pumped 
and at some future date it may be desirable for Natick to install the 
Imhoff tanks but at present your committee recommends only that 
the area of the filter beds be increased. 


It appears that should it become desirable to have South Natick 
join the metropolitan district, this could be accomplished with little 
or no objection from the towns and cities within the district and 
such a proposal would probably be approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 


In conclusion, this committee wishes to go on record as opposing 
any connection with the Metropolitan Sewerage System at this time 
and believes it would be unwise to seek authority from the Legisla- 
ture permitting the town to join the Metropolitan District System.

The Department of Public Health received from you on July 16, 
1930, an application for advice relative to the discharge of sewage 
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from the Town of Natick into the Metropolitan Sewerage System. 
The application was accompanied by a communication from Frank 5. 
Wright, chairman of a special committee of the Town of Natick, 
relative to this matter. 


The Town of Natick has a population, according to the last cen- 
sus, of 13,510. Based on the growth of population in the last few 
years and the growth of other larger towns of a character similar to 
Natick, the population seems likely to increase to upwards of 20,000 
within the next 30 to 40 years. The town was provided with a 
sewerage system many years ago and is now quite thoroughly 
sewered on the separate plan. 


The nearest Metropolitan sewer to the Town of Natick is the 
extension to the Town of Wellesley which was designed for the re- 
moval of sewage from the towns of Wellesley and Needham. The 
Metropolitan sewer at the point where it reaches the Town of Wel- 
lesley is apparently lower than the Natick main sewer at the Natick 
sewage pumping station, but in order to discharge the sewage of 
Natick into the Metropolitan sewer, it would probably be necessary 
to pump most of the Natick sewage over the divide though it is 
possible that surveys might show that by building a long sewer most 
of the sewage of Natick could be conveyed to the Metropolitan 
sewer by gravity, but the cost would probably be greater than by 
pumping through a much shorter line. 


In the design of the Wellesley extension of the South Metropoli- 
tan Sewerage System consideration was not given to the removal of 
sewage from the Town of Natick other than possibly from the vil- 
lage of South Natick, and while the capacity of the Wellesley exten- 
sion has not been reached the towns of Wellesley and Needham are 
growing rapidly and if the sewage of Natick should be diverted into 
this sewer it would be necessary very soon, if not in the beginning, 
- Dae an additional sewer for this portion of the Charles River 

alley. 


Under the circumstances, it does not seem to the Department 
advisable to dispose of the sewage of the Town of Natick into the 
Wellesley branch of the Metropolitan Sewerage System. 


Another branch of the Metropolitan system, the Charles River 
Valley sewer, extends up the Charles River Valley to the boundary 
line between Newton and Waltham on the southerly side of the 
river, and next to the Wellesley branch this is the nearest point at 
which any Metropolitan sewer approaches the Town of Natick. The 
capacity of this Charles River Valley sewer has been practically 
reached and it is not now adequate for the removal of any consider- 
able quantity of sewage beyond that which is now tributary to it 
from Waltham, Newton and Watertown. It would be impracticable 
to dispose of any of the sewage of Natick into this sewer at the 
present time. 


A third branch of the Metropolitan system which might be con- 
sidered in connection with the sewerage of Natick is the tributary 
to the high level sewer which now terminates at Oak Square in 
Brighton about one-half mile east of the Boston-Newton line. This 
sewer at the present time receives no great quantity of sewage com- 
pared to its capacity but it must obviously be used in the near future 
to relieve the Charles River Valley sewer, to which its course is 
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practically parallel but at a higher level. Under these conditions, 
while this sewer would probably be capable of disposing of the 
sewage of Natick for a time, it would become necessary to construct 
an additional Metropolitan sewer in the Charles River Valley earlier 
than would otherwise be the case. In order to dispose of the sewage 
of Natick through this branch to the high level sewer, it would be 
necessary to convey the sewage through a sewer many miles in 
length. 


In considering the question of admitting Natick sewage to the 
Metropolitan system it is necessary to take into account the purpose 
for which the Metropolitan system was devised and the area which 
it is designed to serve. 


This matter has been given careful consideration from time to 
time in past years and the conclusions reached from these investiga- 
tions have always been that the discharge of sewage into Boston 
Harbor should be limited to the municipalities bordering the harbor 
and to those in the watersheds of the Mystic, Charles and Neponset 


Rivers. 

It is practicable for the Town of Natick to treat its sewage by 
well known and reliable methods in use by many municipalities in 
this and other states and, in the opinion of the Department, it is in- 
advisable to attempt to dispose of the sewage of Natick in connec- 
tion with the Metropolitan sewerage system under the conditions 
existing at the present time.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


The death, on November 4, 1930, of Honorable Henry Coolidge 
Mulligan, late President of the Morse Institute Corporation, was a 
great loss to the Institute and to the Town of Natick. Your Trustees 
paid tribute to his character and services in the resolution printed on 
the following page. The provisions of the State Charter require that 
the remaining members of the Board shall serve until a successor for 
the rest of the unexpired term, in this case for two years, is chosen 
by the voters at the next town election. In the meantime Mr. A. J. 
Doon has been elected by the Trustees as President. 


The Library has maintained its continued growth in usefulness and 
value to the townspeople, as shown by an increase in the circulation 
of books during 1930 of nearly fourteen per cent. over that of the 
previous year. Although the labor of carrying on the library is in 
direct proportion to the circulation, the corresponding cost to the Town 
increased at the same time less than nine per cent. 


Private contributions from a generous friend of the Library how- 
ever served to supplement the Town appropriation. It would be a 
fitting recognition of her constant interest in the welfare of the 
Library to make this lady a member of the Board of Trustees, were 
it not that the charter, carrying out the will of Mary Ann Morse, 
provides that they shall be “men of probity and learning.” 


We again acknowledge the annual gift of two thousand dollars 
toward the building improvement fund from the Trustees of Walnut 
Hill School. Your Trustees voted to pay this sum, as it was not 
needed immediately for further building improvements, into the Town 
Treasury, to be applied toward liquidation of the bonded debt incurred 
for the recent addition to the Institute building. We acknowledge also 
another gift from Mrs. Herbert E. Rose for the Herbert Billings Rose 
fund. 


The reports of our Treasurer and Librarian follow. From the 
latter report and that of the Young People’s Librarian it appears that 
the activities of the Library embrace many lines of service to its 
patrons besides the loaning of books. We recommend to the towns- 
people the reading of these reports.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The report of the work for the year 1930 shows a steady pro- 
gression, and the first of the year indicated a large increase in the 
circulation; but when the general upheaval of streets and sidewalks 
came, the interest of the readers diminished, and until the completion 
of the two thoroughfares, East Central and Washington streets, the 
circulation was only normal. Yet we are 12,509 volumes ahead of last 
year, with a total circulation of 103,593; but this is not as much as 
the early records of the year led us to expect. 

In July was started the long deferred re-registration of card- 
holders, based on the system worked out at Somerville, which was 
found to be the most satisfactory method of any we examined. A 
complete set of rules was given us by Mr. George H. Evans, the 
librarian, and he also allowed his desk chief, Miss Myrtle Nicholson, 
to come out here and give us many suggestions that were not in the 
schedule. This registration is limited to three years with privilege of 
renewal at the end of that time, and results in there being com- 
paratively few borrower’s cards which are not in active use. The 
work is still going on and will continue, as there are still many old 
cards to be replaced, and new applications are coming in all the time. 

During the summer all fiction and six other classes, philosophy, 
religion, sociology, natural science, useful arts and fine arts, were 
compared with the shelf catalogue to discover any omissions or 
irregularities of cataloguing, and to note any misplaced or missing 
volumes. The result was gratifying, considering the long time since 
it had been possible to do this. In connection with this inspection we 
are weeding out many books which are too much out of date to be 
useful, and are not old enough to be of value as antiques. 

This is a slow process, and together with the verification of the 
books and other work which can only be done in the summer, a 
substitute assistant was needed during vacation time when we were 
shorthanded, and through a friend of the library we were able to 
have one at no expense to the town. A substitute is necessary through- 
out. BS year in case of sickness, extra work, and during the vacation 
period. 

The number of adult visitors to the reading room has increased, 
and with the reference room across on the other side, many have 
acquired the habit of using these books. Being on the ground floor 
has attracted many new applicants, and with the general quietness 
which now prevails, they frequently express their pleasure at their 
opportunity to read and study in peace. 

Outside of the annuals, which are always added to this depart- 
ment as soon as published, we have had the following gifts: 

New Catholic Dictionary from Aloysius J. Doon; 

Three hundred years of the General Court of Massachusetts, 1630- 
1930, from Major Jeremiah J. Healy, who was on this Committee 
for the Tercentenary Exercises at the State House;

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Encyclopaedia of the Social Sciences, v. 1-2, Miss Blanche G. Harwood; 

Commonwealth history of Massachusetts, v. 4-5, Miss Blanche G. 
Harwood; ; 

New International encyclopaedia supplement, 2 v., Miss Blanche G. 
Harwood. 


Another addition to the reference room is a copy of the Assessors’ 
plans of the Town of Natick, which undoubtedly will have much use. 


The collection of books on “Reading with a Purpose” is used 
much, and the subjects are so numerous and complete that there is 
something to interest all classes of readers. 


We have been a subscriber through the kindness of Miss Harwood 
to “Creative Literature’, which gives a critical analysis of current 
literature, both fiction and non-fiction, under the general editorship 
of. Professor Robert E. Rogers. While we do not have all of the 
books, after reading these criticisms one has a very clear idea of the 
contents and value of the volumes listed. 


The Young People’s Library has had a successful year, as will 
be seen by the following report of Miss Loomer. 


REPORT OF THE YOUNG PEOPLE’S LIBRARIAN 


Work at the library has progressed very favorably this year, with 
a marked improvement from the standpoint of discipline. Those 
coming to the library now, are doing it for their own benefit, rather 
than for the purpose of creating a disturbance. ‘This improvement 
may be due to the fact that only students in the Junior High School 
or above are admitted in the evening. 

We have been very fortunate in having the same assistants during 
the year, Miss Pineo and Miss Angelo doing excellent work during my 
absence in February. 

The various activities in the library, the two Story Hours, and the 
Club of Girls, have been carried on with interest. During the 
summer the children brought in wild flowers, and by fall we had quite 
an extensive collection on exhibition. The winners of the contest 
were: Betty Boyle, with thirteen different varieties of flowers to her 
credit, and Helen Thayer, with ten varieties. 

A collection of books is sent to the schools each month to be used 
for outside reading when the school work is completed. ‘The teachers 
who make use of these books find them helpful. 

Children’s Book Week was celebrated in the usual way with a 
display of the new books published this year. We feel this is one way 
the public could acquaint themselves with the books their children are 
reading, and it also gives an opportunity to find the books most suitable 
to purchase for gifts. 

The library co-operated with the leaders of the Boy Scout 
movement in the town by adding complete “Merit badge series” and 
“Service library series” to our collection. These pamphlets, especially 
those in the “Merit badge series”, are in constant demand and much 
appreciated. The new edition of the “World book” has made a 
welcome addition to our Reference shelf. 

We are grateful for the following gifts: two books from the 
Herbert Billings Rose fund and several books from Ernest A. Crowley 
and Louise Snow. 

The bird houses made by the school children are on exhibition 
at the library each spring. They receive a great deal of attention 
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from the young admirers, and some of the comments are well worth 
hearing. 
We look back on this year as a successful one and hope for still 
better things in the future.

In addition to the work done by Miss Loomer for Book Week, 
Miss Ratsey had her art pupils make twenty or more posters to adver- 
tise the same, and most of these were placed in the stores, Post Office, 
and Mrs. Spinney’s; Mrs. Harris had one in the theatre lobby and ran 
a notice of the exhibition at each performance. Also the ladies of the 
Literature Committe of the Natick Woman’s Club, under the chair-. 
manship of Miss Irene Sheldon, gave their services every afternoon 
and evening as attendants to display the books. 


We are under great obligation to Miss Ratsey, her pupils, Mrs. 
Harris, the Literature Committee, and all those who exhibited posters, 
for their assistance. 


During this week, Peter Hogan, eight years old, exhibited a 
castle cut to scale out of pasteboard and colored by him, which at- 
tracted much attention from its accuracy of form and color. 


The exhibition room has been used for pictures largely, as the 
library has again joined the Massachusetts Library Art Club, which 
now owns so many that we have a new collection every three weeks. 
The room is open from 2 to 5:30 every afternoon. 


Work with the schools increases each year, and the pupils of the 
Senior High make extensive use both of the reference room and of the 
circulating department, much outside study and collateral reading 
being necessary. In October the librarian gave instruction to all 
members of the Sophomore class, 412 in number, in the classification 
of the books, their arrangement on the shelves, the use of the card 
catalogue and the reference books. They have made good use of the 
knowledge gained, and it will be a help to them all through their 
three years of study. 


Among the many gifts we have had the past year was “Massa- 
chusetts on the Sea” and various other books and pamphlets from the 
Secretary of State and the Tercentenary Commission; “Narrative of 
the Captivity and Restoration of Mrs. Mary Rowlandson” from Miss 
Alice G. Chandler, Lancaster; and numerous volumes from Mrs. Mary 
P. Balcom, Ernest A. Crowley, Mrs. Raymond Floyd, Mrs. Mary 
Lancey, Lafayette Carter, Miss Myrtle Markham, Miss Pearl Snow, 
Miss Jannette Selfridge and others. Also the Bureau of the Census 
sent “Religious bodies: 1926”, in 2 vols., which covers every religious 
sect in the United States and is a most helpful reference book; and 
many periodicals have been given to the reading room. 


Three notable gifts were two volumes of the poetry of Professor 
Katharine Lee Bates and an autobiography, presented by her brother, 
Mr. Arthur L. Bates of Portland, Maine, who was much interested 
in the fact that the first year of her teaching was in the Natick High 
School and that the present librarian had the honor of being one ‘of 
her pupils. 

Another valuable present was the “Dramatic art of Robert Brown- 
ing’ by Katharine F. Gleason, a former Natick resident and a graduate 
of Natick High School and Wellesley College. The book was sent us 
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by her brother, Clarence B. Gleason of San Jose, California, where 
she had lived. It was most welcome, for besides its high literary 
standard, the writer was a substitute here during her student days and 
was endeared to all of us. 

Still another gift by a Natick author is “Fountain-sources of 
American political theory” by Miss Florence A. Pooke, which covers 
a wide range, is authentic in every particular, and, what is of equal 
value to the general reader, is interesting. 

Another appeal was sent this year for books for the sailors of the 
American Merchant Marine, and about 100 volumes were collected 
and sent to the Boston Public Library for distribution and _ this 
office can always make use of any desirable books anyone is willing 
to give, for the demand ‘is usually greater than the supply. 

Three more sets of books, in Arabic, Albanian and Italian, were 
sent out from the Inter-Racial service section of the Division of Public 
Libraries for six months, and were greatly appreciated by the library 
as well as by those who read them, for it is difficult to supply so many 
from our small book fund. 

As usual we have been under obligations to the Boston Public 
Library for the Inter-Library Loan privilege, and the Board of Trade 
of Boston Book Merchants have again sent us fifty copies each of 
the outstanding books for the four seasons. 

Miss Lucy Ellen Wight has continued to give us the Natick 
Bulletin for binding, and the editors of the local papers have been 
most generous in the space allowed us in their columns. 

Chief of Police Evans and his officers still give us assistance 
whenever needed, which happily is not often. 

The library has suffered an irreparable loss in the death of 
Judge Henry C. Mulligan, who had been a member of the Board of 
Trustees for 45 years and president for 24. He was the last one of the 
old board, was always considerate and thoughtful, would render any 
assistance in his power, and was ever a loyal friend. 

Another loss was Miss Carrie B. Felch, the former first assistant, 
who because of illness had had her leave of absence extended to 
January 1930, and after that, realizing that she would not be able to 
take up her work again, sent in her resignation hardly two months 
before her death. She was a conscientious, faithful worker, and has 
been missed by her associates and the general public. 

During July and August we had as substitute Miss Marion Her- 
bert of Framingham, who had had much experience in the Framing- 
ham library, came on the recommendation of the librarian, Miss Hayes, 
and is taking the library course at Simmons. 

After she went we were fortunate in obtaining the services of 
Miss Claire Himebaugh, who had had previous library experience 
before coming to Natick to live. 

The present status of the library requires that, or a college educa- 
tion, for a thorough knowledge of books is very necessary in meeting 
the many requests of readers and students. 

I am very grateful for the sincere co-operation of the Trustees 
and the public, together with the harmonious assistance of the staff 
and janitor.

~REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1930 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


ARTICULATION 


Recent successes of Natick High School Alumni, as catalogued 
in the public press, bring to mind the truly wonderful opportunities 
our boys and girls have today. Most of them who complete the col- 
lege preparatory course in high school prove well able to meet the 
exacting demands of our best colleges and universities. "Those who 
enter business life direct from school have done equally well. 


We all rejoice in the victories of our pupils and sorrow in their 
failures. Your superintendent has always endeavored to the best of 
his ability to make elementary and high schools alike thoroughly 
democratic. It is his desire to have every teacher co-operate in the 
accomplishment of this ideal. The individual aspirations of every 
single pupil must be taken into very serious consideration, and his 
ambition aroused so that he may achieve all of which he is capable. 
Your superintendent is always glad when a boy or girl selects college 
and technical courses, for he feels very strongly that this is a time 
when a well-trained mind is absolutely necessary for success in any 
field. 


With the institution of the Junior High School in September, 
1927, the organization of the School Department changed to the 6-3-3 
plan. Under this arrangement, a pupil is in the elementary grades 
six years, in Junior High School three years, and in Senior High 
School three years. The purposes of the Junior High School are to 
ascertain the aptitudes of its students, so that advisable courses for 
them may be mapped out for Senior High School, and to smooth 
out the formerly big jump between the grades and high school. We 
have succeeded in keeping in school longer many boys and girls who 
are not natural students, by means of this system. 


The Principals of the Junior and Senior High Schools are work- 
ing in perfect harmony in this project. They have during the past 
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year had several conferences with a view to more successful articula- 
tion of the two schools. The program of studies of both schools has 
been revised, and is now so administered that when a pupil moves from 
the Junior School to the Senior School he has no difficult adjustments 
to make. Due to fundamental differences in the problems of the 
schools, we have not been able to make uniform the system of mark- 
ing, the length of the school day and the arrangement of periods dur- 
ing the day, but these differences seem to be minor and unavoidable. 
The main improvements have been in making the courses more flex- 
ible, so that students who seem to have at first chosen a course for 
which they are not naturally fitted may change to another course 
without a serious upset of their whole plan of studies. 


The commercial teachers of these two schools have had many 
meetings and have re-organized the work in their departments. The 
English teachers of the schools are engaged in a similar project for 
their subject. 


The studies of the classroom must be considered more and more 
as a preparation for life under the changing circumstances of our 
modern civilization. We are getting further and further away from 
the old conception of school as a place for learning a great multitude 
of unrelated facts. It is much more than that. 


EpUCATION OF THE INDIVIDUAL 


In ancient and mediaeval times, teaching was all individual. In 
modern days the class has become the unit of instruction, on account 
of the large number to be educated. But a good teacher today must 
be at the same time a teacher of one and a teacher of many. It is 
comparatively easy to teach one, or to teach a class. It is much harder 
to combine the two. The problem of the individual child is ever be- 
fore us. It must not discourage us. We. cannot have small classes 
in public schools, but we do understand the meaning of individual dif- 
ferences of children better than we used to, and we are meeting the 
needs of each child more sympathetically and more effectively today 
than ever before. It is no exaggeration to say that the measure of 
education today is to be determined in no better way than by examin- 
ing the extent to which it successfully meets the need of the individual 
child. No one plan for individual instruction will adequately meet 
the needs of all school systems. We of the Natick public schools 
have been making a conscious effort along these lines during the past 
year. 


RE-ORGANIZATION OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


We are trying to re-organize our physical education work. The 
old idea has been to have required calisthenics for all. To many boys 
and girls, this has proved distasteful. Our new plan is to provide 
some form of athletic games for everyone in the system. It can be 
easily organized and will be of no added expense tc the Town. Much 
of this game work is to be arranged for after the regular school 
hours, and carried on under the supervision of the regular teachers. 
The games have been carefully selected and graded, to give the par- 
ticipants the utmost benefit in co-ordination of mind and muscle, at 
the same time providing them with plenty of exercise and fun. The 
only deterrents are lack of time and of adequate indoor space on occa- 
sions when the weather is unfit for outdoor games. 
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VocATIONAL EDUCATION 


There are now fifteen Natick boys attending the Waltham Voca- 
tional School, two the Newton Vocational School, two the Boston 
Trade School, one the Worcester Trade School and three the Norfolk 
Agricultural School. Under the State law, the State Department of 
Education may approve the application of any boy who desires to 
enter a trade school. Half of the tuition of each boy is paid by the 
Town, which offers no trade training whatsoever, and the other half 
by the State. Many boys who were unfitted for the academic work 
of our Junior and Senior High Schools have done fine work at these 
vocational schools. As recommended in your Superintendent’s last 
report, Natick should do something soon toward the establishment of 
a school of this type within its own borders. The probability that the 
compulsory school age will be raised from fourteen to fifteen years 
makes this problem all the more acute. Our whole educational system 
now caters to the “book-minded” pupil. Not all students are so con- 
stituted that they can absorb that sort of training, and we must realize 
it as a well-demonstrated fact, and act accordingly. 


IMPROVEMENT IN SERVICE 


More than a quarter of our teachers have taken courses in the 
various colleges and universities in Boston and vicinity during the 
past year, with a view to professional improvement. Many of them 
are attending summer sessions. Others attend Saturday classes and 
University Extension courses. ‘Phese teachers are doing something 
worthwhile. ‘Their increased alertness and knowledge are reflected in 
improved classroom work. Your Superintendent highly commends such 
ambition. 


COMMERCIAL CURRICULUM 


In our report last year we called attention to the fact that the 
Commercial Curriculum had been extended and modernized for the 
purpose of co-ordinating more closely the training program with initial 
employment opportunities. That such improvment was greatly needed 
is shown by the following facts: 


1. Several girls who received training on the new office machines 
last year were able because of this training to obtain office positions 
in spite of the business depression. 

2. Several girls who were unable to master Shorthand sufficiently 
well to meet the demands of business are making excellent progress 
on the calculating and bookkeeping machines. 

3. There are over one hundred students applying for training in 
the office machines course. 


We are meeting the demand as well as possible with our present 
equipment which consists of two dictating machines, four calculating 
machines, one bookkeeping machine, two duplicating machines and 
several filing sets. 


We plan to add new machines as we are able so that no worthy 
student will be denied the advantages of this training. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


This year we have forty-six classroom teachers, six special sub- 
ject teachers, seven normal or kindergarten practice teachers, fourteen 
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Wellesley College health teachers one-half day a week, a nutrition 
worker and a nurse, making a personnel of seventy-five at work in our 
elementary schools. These people have all been included in the two 
hundred and thirty recorded classroom visits made by the Supervisor 
since the opening of schools in September. While general problems 
such as school management and teaching procedure are never lost sight 
of, individual differences have received special attention this year, 
and we are meeting the particular needs of a greater number of pupils 
than ever before. More careful grading, lateral enrichment and special 
work units are some of the methods used to bring this about. 


The conferences with teachers, school officials, local and State, 
and parents are an important part of the work and the supervisor has 
had eighty-three in these last twelve weeks. Through the personal 
conference comes understanding, adjustment, harmony, and progress 
that can come no other way. 


So far this fall we have had thirteen teachers’ meetings. Two of 
them were general meetings; two principals’ meetings; and the re- 
mainders, committee meetings. We have committees working on 
arithmetic, social science and spelling. The first grade teachers are 
meeting with the Supervisor every month to study our reading situa- 
tion. 


Clinics are a part of our work, and much of their success depends 
upon skillful organization. We schicked last year’s pupils in the 
spring and immunized our first grade pupils this fall. We have been 
carrying on with the help of the State, a nutrition clinic for four 
months this year, and there is the yearly follow up work on the ten 
year program. Our behavior clinics this year have included fifty 
pupils who have been helped through adjustments in school and home. 


The new reading system is going finely-and is now installed in all 
but one of our schools. It will be in universal use in another year. 
It is new to about half of our teachers, but in all cases is a great im- 
provement over our old methods. The new spelling books are being 
accepted with enthusiasm on the part of both pupils and teachers and 
a special committee is studying their finest adjustment to local needs. 
We are planning a systematized study of our Penmanship situation 
later in the year. 


Sewing is being handled by the special teacher and two pupil 
teachers from Framingham. 


Due to the curriculum and the committee work, the adjustments 
and transfers and the Tercentenary program all added to the regular 
work, the year has been unusually full. It has been for that reason 
an unusually satisfactory year. ; 


ADMISSION TO GRADE ONE 


Any child who is five years, eight months of age on or before 
September one may be admitted to the first grade any time prior to 
October one by the Superintendent. Any child who is less than five 
years eight months of age or over five years, Sepetember one, whose 
mental age as determined by standard tests is five years, eight months 
or more and whose physical condition is satisfactory may be admitted 
to the first grade. 


The State Recommendation relative to admission. to Grade One 
varies from the Natick Rule in that it is not so liberal regarding 
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those children to be tested, i.e. those between the ages of five years 
and five years eight months on September one. The State Department 
sets a mental age, as determined by means of standard tests, of six 
years or more. 


Spectral Crass WorK 


The State has wisely passed a law requiring that all pupils three 
or more years retarded in school work be assigned to special classes. 
Another such class, with fifteen pupils enrolled, started work in 
September, 1930. In such classes, much individual instruction can be 
given. It is no stigma to be assigned to such a class. The children 
who are slower to learn make just as good citizens as the others, and 
must be given every chance to make good. 


ScHoor, SAVINGS 


Nearly all of the schools in Natick have arranged with the local 
banks to further the school savings scheme. It is important that ideas 
of thrift be inculcated at an early age. The best progress has been 
made in the junior high school, where the enrolment has been almost 
one hundred per cent. In fact, its record stands very near the top in 
the list of schools of the whole country. 


INSTRUMENTAL INSTRUCTION 


Instruction in the various musical instruments has been offered in 
all of the schools. As a result, many of our boys and girls are now 
members of their school orchestras. The band organized in the junior 
and senior high schools under the leadership of Mr. Burke has also 
been very successful. The new uniforms have added to the morale of 
the organization, and it contributed much to the pleasure of the 
attendants at the football games during the season just ended. The 
band seems to fill a real need in the life of the schools. 


IMPROVEMENT OF SCHOOL GROUNDS 


Several school yards need attention. In most cases, a resurfacing 
will suffice, but an amount of fill is necessary at Oak Grove and West 
Natick. Once the grounds are leveled, it would not be expensive to 
apply some surfacing material which would immediately harden and 
form a smooth surface which is easily kept clean and dry. 


Fire ALARMS 


Fire alarm boxes have been installed in each of the twelve school 
buildings in town. This was done under the direction of Chief Neary 
of the Fire Department, who has inspected a fire drill in each building. 
We can breathe more easily when our children are properly protected, 
and such protection was especially necessary in this case, due to the 
age of many of the buildings. 


ScHOLARSHIP FUND 


The Superintendent wishes to commend the Natick Woman’s Club 
for its donation each year of a substantial scholarship to a deserving 
graduate of the Senior High School. This encourages worthy students 
to go to college, which they could not do otherwise. 


Usk oF THE LIBRARY 


Through the co-operation of Miss Partridge and her staff of 
assistants at the library, the students of the Senior High School have 
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been given very thorough instruction in the use of the various features 
of this valuable institution. 


THE TRAFFIC PRoBLEM 


With the completion of the new cement road from Wellesley to 
Framingham, there are new dangers for the school children who travel 
along this thoroughfare. Several large signs constructed by the junior 
high school boys have been placed along the center of East Central 
Street from Lincoln Square to the center of town. ‘There are three 
schools in this part of town and there should also be additional police 
protection here or more automatic traffic signals.

AMERICANIZATION 


The enrolment in the Americanization classes this year has been 
very much greater than in previous years. This is in a measure, due 
to the fact that the State law of Massachusetts, which denies a town 
the right to employ non-citizens, was strictly enforced this year. 


The number of foreign born who are applying for first and second 
citizenship papers is steadily increasing and this is very encouraging. 
Citizenship is the goal toward which these people are working, whether 
they be members of the evening school classes, or members of the 
mothers’ classes. 


The nationalities represented in Americanization classes are as 
follows: Italian, Canadian, German, Syrian, Russian, Albanian, 
Slovak, Swedish, Irish, and Armenian. 


SUMMER PLAYGROUNDS 


The Playgrounds Season last summer was one oi the most success- 
ful since the institution of summer Playgrounds in Natick. Registra- 
tion was as follows:

West Natick 51

The attendance at the morning sessions left nothing to be desired 
while the bus trips to the bathing beach two afternoons each week 
created much enthusiasm. Only at North Natick did the attendance 
fall off perceptibly but the Supervisor would hesitate to recommend 
that we dispense with that Playground center next season. At South 
Natick and Cochituate Street considerable destruction was wrought 
after Playground hours but again the Supervisor would hesitate to 
recommend the closing of either of these centers unless there was 
some prospect of a merger. 


The theory of giving more assistants part-time work on the Play- 
grounds worked out to perfection and aided greatly in creating still 
further enthusiasm among the youngsters. Special mention should be 
made of the fact that we went through the season without an accident 
or a serious complaint. Much time was given over to play this season 
and less time and money to basketry with satisfactory results. Another 
season the Supervisor recommends doing away with basketry and 
using the money for more assistants and equipment. 


Activities included baseball, volleyball, soccer, tennis, swimming, 
checkers, horseshoes, track and field meets, croquet, basketball, and 
handiwork for both boys and girls. There were inter-Playground 
contests with teams from the Wellesley and Framingham summer 
schools in baseball and swimming. Such Playground paraphernalia as 
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swings, teeters, and chutes has become very much weather-beaten 
during the season just passed and should be painted next spring. 


Referring to new equipment the Supervisor suggests placing chutes 
at Felchville, West Natick and East Natick when the money is 
available. 


Our benefit baseball game between the Natick firemen and police- 
men netted the Playgrounds approximately $27.00. 


In conclusion we regret that rain forced us to cancel our “Play 
Day” scheduled for the final day of the season, Friday, August 15 at 
the Coolidge Field. However, no more satisfactory concluding exer- 
cises could possibly have taken the place of the “Safety Day” at the 
Colonial Theatre, Thursday, August 14, when State Trooper, William 
A. Andrews, spoke to over 1100 youngsters and Natick Lodge of Elks. 
sponsored a luncheon afterwards at Coolidge Field. 


MippLEsEX County EXTENSION SERVICE 


Below is given a report of the work accomplished in the town of 
Natick under the auspices of the Middlesex County Extension Service: 


In home economics work the following groups are taking the 
Extension program for homemakers: South Natick, American Home 
Department, Natick Woman’s Club, West Natick, Oak Grove Parent- 
Teachers’ Association. The projects for the year 1930 weré Vegetable 
Preparation, Home Grounds Improvement and The Homemaker’s Day. 
The last named project being one planned to improve the buying habits 
of the homemaker. One hundred seventy-eight women were enrolled 
in these projects and reported two hundred sixteen improved practices. 
Information was given to three hundred twenty-seven mothers who 
were unable to attend the meetings. A specialist from the Market 
Garden Field Station, Waltham, made twenty-five home visits in 
Natick and outlined definite steps toward improving the various home 
grounds. ‘The extension program is being carried on by thirty-five 
members of the Natick Mothers’ Club and a talk was given to two 
hundred fifty members of the Natick Woman’s Club, telling of the 
organization of the Extension Service. The Natick Grange dinner and 
Rebecca Lodge Dinner were entered in the “Better Community Meals” 
contest and judged by the home demonstration agents. 


In boys’ and girls’ club work, two hundred have been enrolled 
in the clothing, food, handicraft, poultry, garden and rabbit and can- 
ning clubs. Miss Harriet Sheehan, Miss Theresa Cashin, Miss Isabel 
Decker, Miss Myrtle Markham, Miss Frona Tupper, Miss Grace Davis, 
Miss Barbara Brown, Miss Josephine Armenio, Miss Marie Boland, 
Edmund Shea and John Bache served as local leaders in the work. 
A two-day trip for excellence in project work was awarded to Beulah 
Stanton, Virginia Gutherie, Elizabeth Decker, Fern Williams, Bertha 
Barnicle, Barbara Wade, Evelyn Smith and Edmund Shea. This trip 
is made to the Massachusetts Agricultural College, Amherst, Mass., 
with all expenses paid. Evelyn Smith, for the second year, received 
the State sweepstake ribbon offered for the best canning at the Fair. 
Four prize ribbons were won by Natick clubs at the 4-H rally which 
was held in April. Members of the Coolidge Junior High Food Club, 
who presented the play “American Girl Beauty Products” at the rally, 
were selected as a group from their section of the County, to give 
their play at the sectional Homemakers’ meeting in Framingham. 

In agriculture assistance has been given by means of home visits 
in regard to fruit and vegetable growing and poultry problems. 
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County-wide meetings have been available to Natick people in 
poultry, dairying, fruit growing and many from this town attended 
the annual county Dies held during the summer at Wayside Inn,

The infirmary is at the present time in excellent condition, due 
to the capable management of Mr. and Mrs. John McGarry.

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REPORT OF TOWN PLANNING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1930 


To the Annual Town Meeting, Natick, Mass., March, 1931: 


The Planning Board submits the following report of work during 
the year 1930. 


The death on January 24 of George Fred Whitney, who had been 
Secretary of this Board’since its establishment in 1917, deprived the 
Town of a public-spirited citizen and the Planning Board of one of 
its most active and useful members. In our last report the surviving 
members recorded their appreciation of his high character and 
faithful service to his native town. 


Mr. J. Waldo Lord was elected to fill the vacancy for the unex- 
pired term, and on March 17 the Board reorganized by the choice of 
Horace B. Gale as chairman and Miss Mabel F. Burleigh as Secretary. 
We have held twenty meetings during the year, of which several 
were joint meetings with the Selectmen, and nearly half were outdoor 
surveys of different parts of the town, with a view to fixing boun- 
daries for the required zoning districts. The Board was represented 
by the Chairman at the hearing on Feb. 11 at the State House, in 
favor of the Nichols bill for the protection of planned public ways, 
and by the Chairman and Secretary at the Conference of Massachu- 
setts Planning Boards called by Governor Allen in Boston, Sept. 30 
and Oct. 1. 


MAP OF NATICK 


By vote of the March town meeting, the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board were made a joint committee, with instructions to 
prepare a zoning by-law for Natick, and the greater part of our effort 
has been devoted to that work. Asa preliminary step, Civil Engineer 
Edward H. Howard was employed to bring the street map, prepared 
by the Board some years ago, up to date. 

In compliance with the vote of the town-meeting that the Natick 
Board of Public Works and the Planning Board should confer with 
the State Department of Public Works in regard to the probable lay- 
out and grades of the proposed new motor highway on Worcester 
Street, the Planning Board arranged a conference of the members 
of the two boards, the Selectmen and the Town Engineer with some 
of the state highway engineers at the Selectmen’s room December 4. 

At this conference it appeared that the plans for the new “super- 
highway” through Natick could not be decided upon finally until 
the controversy over the route through Framingham was settled; 
but the original plan of the State Board was to follow the line of 
Worcester Street with a double boulevard ninety feet wide, providing 
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three lines of motor travel in each direction, separated by a safety 
lane of grass protected with curbing. At Sunnyside crossing the 
super-highway was to pass over North Main Street by a bridge, 
with connecting ways, or ramps, at corners so arranged that motor 
travel could pass from one road to the other without crossing any 
other line of motor travel. The town meeting of January 5, 1931, 
voted to petition the State Board of Public Works for the early 
construction of this highway. 


WHAT IT MEANS 


In order to make plain to the people of Natick what this means 
and to show how it can be done with the least damage to existing 
property, the Planning Board submits the sketch on the following 
page. By using two existing streets, namely Lake Shore Road and 
Sunnyside Road, as one connection between the main highways, only 
three new connecting ways need be built. Travel can flow freely all 
ways, as shown by the arrows, without any interference of different 
travel lines. This plan obviates all stops and slowing down for the 
crossing, and thus increases the traffic capacity of both main roads 
about three-fold over that of a grade crossing, where traffic in each 
direction would be stopped half the time and would move across in 
starting at slow speed. It is cheaper to increase the capacity of a 
road for traffic by separating the grades at main crossings than by 
widening the road throughout its length. 


RULE OF THE ROAD 


In driving toward such a crossing, if one wishes to go to the 
right on the other road, the rule is, take the first right turn, before 
coming to the bridge; to go to the left on the other road, take the 
second right turn, or the first right after passing the bridge, making 
no left turns. 


ADVANTAGES TO NATICK 


When completed, this express motor highway, by furnishing 
improved transportation will not only tend to build up the northern 
part of the town, but it will be the shortest, quickest, and easiest 
route between Boston, Worcester and intermediate points, and will 
take away the excessive through traffic that now follows Centra! 
Street. The planned extensions of Pond Street to Framingham and 
of Middlesex Avenue to West Central Street at the lake, when 
carried through, will tend further to relieve traffic on West Central 
Street and thus further to restore its former advantages as Natick’s 
finest residence street. 


ZONING 


By far the most important work of the Planning Board has been 
in cooperation with the Selectmen in drafting the proposed zoning 
by-law, which at the end of the year was in shape for presentation 
and discussion at public hearings and which will be fully set forth in 
the joint report of the Committee on Zoning to the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1931. The proposed by-law will supplement and complete 
the Building Code adopted in 1929 and now in force. 

The adoption of zoning is one of the most vital and far-reaching 
propositions ever brought before the voters of Natick, whose decisiou 
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will affect the welfare of the people for all future time. In this 
connection we may well recall these words of the late Theodore 
Roosevelt : 
“Any generation fit to do its work 
Must work for the future, 
For the people of the future, 
As well as for itself.” 

Your Planning Board believes that the Town should not longer 
delay in taking this forward step, which will put Natick in line with 
other progressive towns of the State, three fourths of whose inhabi- 
tants are already enjoying the benefits of zoning.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


The year 1930 has found the Town of Natick generally free from 
suits and actions for damages. This is largely due to the fact that 
more attention is being paid to the upkeep of our Streets and Side- 
walks, and with less likelihood of serious or minor physical injuries. 

I have recommended to our Annual Town Meeting, the settlement 
of the case of Patrick F. Peters against the Town of Natick entered 
in Court over four years ago, and before I acceded to the office of 
Town Counsel. This is the only claim for which damages are sought 
that is now pending before the Courts, and as the claim is meritorious, 
and the amount fair, it should be paid. 

There is one other case pending in the Superior Court in Mid- 
dlesex County for which claim is being made for injuries sustained 
by a fall in front of the Walcott Building, so-called, on Main Street. 
As the Town of Natick has not yet assumed the maintenance of that 
sidewalk there is clearly no liability, and to that end Counsel for the 
claimant has practically eliminated the Town of Natick from the con- 
siderations of damages. 

Considerable effort has been made this year to collect from other 
Towns and Cities in the Commonwealth, aid which is disbursed by 
the Board of Public Welfare in Natick. The question of settlements 
is not only a question of law, but a very fine question of fact, and the 
burden of proof rests upon the Town that is making claim for reim- 
bursement for disbursements made in behalf of non-residents. In 
many of these cases we have made equitable and satisfactory adjust- 
ments which have met with the approbation of the Board of Public 
Welfare. 

We have had several claims made by abutters on new Streets 
which have been accepted by the Town, and it has been the policy 
of the Board of Selectmen to layout public highways where public 
convenience demands same, and in a great many cases people have 
suffered hardships in the Spring and Fall Seasons of the year by 
reason of the condition of unaccepted streets and highways leading 
to their homes. The Board of Selectmen favor the laying out and 
acceptance of these streets provided abutters are willing to sign 
releases to the Town of Natick discharging the Inhabitants from all 
liability in connection with the laying out and construction of said 
highways. It very often happens that where there are twenty 
abutters, seventeen will discharge all damage claims to the Town, 
and the remaining three will prefer to seek redress in the Courts. In 
some cases where little damage has been suffered by abutters who 
have refused to sign, the Board of Selectmen have recommended the 
acceptance of said Streets, and have made proper adjustments with 
the unsatisfied abutters of their alleged claims by either a small cash 
settlement or by an abatement of the Betterment Tax. 

However, these claims have been reduced to a minimum, and the 
citizens generally are to be complimented for the cooperation given 
the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Public Works in the con- 
struction of Town Ways.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have pleasure in 
submitting their report for the fiscal year closing December 31st, 1930. 


There are but few outstanding matters for which particular 
mention is necessary. ‘The hospital has endeavored to function, as 
in the past, giving the best service it was able considering its inade- 
quate plant. 


Special attention is called to two bequests received during the 
year and which are noted in the Treasurer’s report. The first, from 
the late Anna F. Goodnow in memory of her husband, Nathan B. 
Goodnow, one of the original trustees. The second, from the late 
Sarah H. Goldthwaite, a teacher for many years in the Bacon School 
and who was so much beloved by those fortunate to receive training 
under her guidance. 


Through the generosity of Mr. G. Sumner Woods, the hospital 
has received a General Electric Company refrigerator, a much needed 
adjunct to the kitchen and which will materially improve its efficiency. 


The following additions have been made to the Staff, in their 
order of appointment: 


Charles D. Colford, D. M. D., added as a Dentist. 


Frank E. Barton, M. D., added to Consulting Staff. 
Kenneth Christopher, M. D., added to Courtesy Staff. 
Ralph S. Gleason, M. D., added to Courtesy Staff. 
J. B. Thompson, M. D., added to Courtesy Staff. 
Yawrence J. Louis, M. D., added to Consulting Staff. 


In order that the trustees may be better informed as to the 
desires of the staff, regular conferences have been arranged between 
the staff's executive committee and the trustees when matters of 
common interest may be discussed. These conferences should be 
conducive of a clearer understanding on the part of the trustees as 
to the wishes of the staff and we confidently believe will tend to a 
greater efficiency. 


In the report for 1929, an account was given of the studies being 
made by the trustees for a much needed addition to the hospital, the 
architects being Messrs. Stevens & Lee, who specialize in hospital 
construction. These studies have continued but no definite plans 
have been developed. As was explained in our previous report, we 
must depend on contributions to obtain the funds necessary to build 
any addition since, so far as the Chickering Fund is concerned, only 
the income is available for hospital uses, and our other invested 
funds should be left intact to assist in the payment of hospital 
expenses. The year which has passed has been one with generally 
poor business conditions throughout the country and it has been the 
feeling of your board that it was not an opportune time to attempt 
a drive for funds. 
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Further, the board has not been united as to just what is needed 
for an addition. The majority believe that this addition should be 
of such capacity as to care for patients of surrounding towns, as has 
been more or less the practice since the hospital was opened. It is 
the feeling of this majority that possibly contributions of sizeable 
amounts may be obtained from citizens in the surrounding territory 
and that these subscriptions would not be available unless it was 
known that the hospital was building so that patients in these towns 
could be accommodated. 


A minority of the board take the position that it is not necessary 
to build as large an addition but simply one of sufficient size to care 
for Natick patients, except that should there be room at any time, 
patients from Dover, Charles River Village, Sherborn, Cochituate 
or other surrounding towns may be accommodated. In support of this 
-argument, it should be understood that on the North, Wayland 1s 
more closely associated with Waltham than with Natick and more 
or less definite arrangements have been made for the care of Way- 
land patients at the Waltham hospital; on the East, Wellesley is 
committed to sending its patients to Newton, the citizens of Wellesley 
having subscribed and paid $115,000 towards the construction of the 
addition to the Newton Hospital; on the West, Framingham has but 
recently completed a large fireproof addition. Should any sizeable 
addition be built, the income from invested funds will probably¢ not 
be sufficient to make up the difference between what the patients 
pay and what it costs the hospital to care for patients. At the present 
time, the hospital receives in patients’ fees about 60 cents for each 
$1.00 it costs to care for the patients. Should the income from these 
funds not be sufficient to make up this difference, the town will have 
to be asked for contributions either from individuals or possibly 
through the tax levy, as was the case some ten or twelve years ago. 


The trustees much appreciate the service given by the members 
of the Staff in relieving the suffering of those in need. The Super- 
intendent, Assistant Superintendent and the heads of departments 
have, we feel, done everything in their power to keep the service of 
ae pea where it will best meet the needs of the citizens of 

atick. 


The Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports follow and are to 
be considered a part of this report.

The educational requirement for admission to the school is now 
full high school education or its equivalent. Without this pre- 
liminary education the nurse graduating today may be handicapped 
or limited in her choice of positions. She will also be unable to 
avail herself of the opportunities for post-graduate study so 
essential in these days of over-supply and competition. 


The first of the year an affiliation for experience in Public Health 
Nursing was established with the Brookline Health Centre. This 
course, covering two months, is given under experienced graduate 
supervision and comprises bedside nursing in homes and service at 
the various clinics held at the Health Centre and elsewhere. Six 
lectures in Public Health Nursing are given yearly at the hospital 
by the Director, Miss Elizabeth Ross. 


It is a pleasure to express appreciation to the members of the 
Ladies Aid Association who again have done sewing for the hospital, 
contributed money for the up-keep of the Ladies Aid Room, and to 
the Training School; to Mrs. C. Arthur Dowse and Miss Marion 
Loker for providing music for the patients at Easter and at Christ- 
mas; to the Natick Woman’s Club for the gift to the nurses of four 
season tickets to the Club meetings, and to the many others whose 
gifts are listed elsewhere in this report.

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ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS AND INFORMATION FOR 
APPLICANTS TO THE LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES 


The Leonard Morse Hospital Training School for Nursing was 
established in 1900. 


The course of three years includes a preliminary term of four 
months and an affiliated service of six months in Pediatrics, Medical 
Nursing, and Gynecology at the Boston City Hospital. A two months’ 
course in Public Health Nursing with the Brookline Health Centre 
is offered as an elective to a limited number of senior students. 


Candidates should be between 18 and 35 years of age, and of good 
moral character. 


Preference will be given to those applicants whose high school 
records show the best preparation for entering the School of Nursing. 
The high school course recommended includes four years of English, 
one year of Elementary Science, one year of Biology, at least one 
each of Chemistry and History, and some of the higher Mathematics. 


In order to protect nurses during their training all students are 
required to be immunized against such communicable diseases as 
the authorities of the School deem advisable. Certificate of vaccina- 
tion against small pox within one year of entrance is required. 


Classes enter in February and September. 


Lectures and clinics are given by members of the medical staff 
and surgical staff and by special lecturers. Class work is under the 
direction of one full time and five part time instructors. 


The Hospital is ideally located and the students are housed in a 
pleasant Nurses’ Home. 


Maintenance and a reasonable amount of laundry are furnished 
by the Hospital during the three years. An allowance of $10.00 a 
month is given after the preliminary term. 

The School is approved by the Massachusetts Board of Registra- 
tion of Nurses. It is non-sectarian. 

Whenever possible it is desirable for candidates to make personal 
application by appointment any week day.

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REPORT OF PARK DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending December 


31, 1930, 


The cement walks on the Common are an improvement over the 
broken tar walks of the past, and with grading, and resetting the 
settees, and trimming the trees, we will have a Common surpassed 
by none. Sometime in the near future a cross-walk should be placed 
from the end of Pond Street to the centre of the Common. 


We were able to build and equip the Pier at the Bath House 
with the aid of the efficient employees of this Department. We have 
wired the Bath House for lights, and furnished poles and flood-lights 
for the beach, and next season should find as modern a beach equip- 
ment as can be procured. 


At South Natick two guards were placed at the River in the 
Park, alternating their time so that the people were protected in the 
water all day. We did not consider a temporary Bath House at 
South Natick suitable, and do not consider bathing conditions at the 
Dam safe and healthful, and expect to make a recommendation for 
a more suitable location and permanent Bath House.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


We present herewith the tenth annual report of the Board of 
Public Works. 


The roadways of the town are, with the exception of a few, 
principally due to lack of oil, in a very fair condition, 


As stated previously in reports, gravel roads not finished by oil 
are very short lived and every hard storm washes the unoiled road- 
way necessitating repairs. Since 1926 the appropriation for oil has 
in no case been more than $14,500, sorhe years only $14,000 although 
about five miles of roadway have been added. To Prevent deterio- 
ration going on more rapidly $17,000 should be granted this year. 


The principal construction work the past year has been that of 
rebuilding, in connection with the State, East Central Street from 
Wellesley line to Main Street and West Central Street from Fram- 
ingham line to about Cemetery Street.

With the passing of horse drawn trucks the loading of motor 
trucks by shovelmen in the gravel pits became impracticable; a motor 
operated shovel became a necessity, either the town must hire or 
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own one depending upon the ratio of the hiring cost to the cost of 
the machine. 
The following amounts were paid this year for service: 


Trucks and Drivers $5,996.21 
Gasolene Shovels and Operators 1,561.25 
Transporting Shovels and Excavators 508.87 


7783 feet of drain pipe from 10 inch to 24 inch was laid during 
the year. 


WATER DEPARTMENT 


Owing to the State rebuilding Central Street, it became necessary 
to replace the small and old cement lined main previous to beginning 
the road work. A 10 inch main was laid in East Central Street from 
a point in Bacon Street on the North side of the B. & A. R. R. Tracks 
to Union Street. Also a 12 inch main on East Central Street from 
Lincoln Street to Washington Street and on Washington Street from 
East Central Street to South Avenue. A 6 inch main was extended 
on Evergreen Road from Pine Road to end. 

Cement mains were also replaced by cast iron on Pearl Street, 
Floral and Western Avenues. 

The water system is in generally good condition except there 
remains numerous streets supplied from one end only. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT 


A sewer was laid in Pleasant Street between Park Avenue and 
North Main Street, also on Curve Street from High Street to Forest 
Avenue and on Forest Avenue from Curve Street northerly. 

The damage to the steam turbine pump at the Pumping Station 
noted in the report last year has been repaired; certain improvements 
have been made in restoring. It is doing the pumping at the present 
time and it is hoped a substantial savings will show in operating costs.

General 


The past vear has been one of great activity in permanent road 
construction in or near the business center of the town. The rein- 
forced concrete road on East Central Street was the first of this type 
to be constructed in Natick and covered an area of 6400 square yards 
reinforced concrete and 4800 square yards of macadam. The macadani 
was constructed for parking area. 

The total area of macadam constructed during the year was 
15,259 square yards and about 48,600 square yards of gravel construc- 
tion, tar or oil treated. 

All the construction work planned by the Department has been 
completed and the appropriations nearly all expended including an 
amount transferred to the Department by the Selectmen for the pur- 
pose of construction of drains. 

Construction on Wainut Street 

An unexpended balance was transferred from East Central Street 
construction to Front and Winter Streets and the streets were 
resurfaced with gravel. 


The transfers were made to relieve unemployment and a large 
number of laborers were employed during the late fall.

CONSTRUCTION 


The most important construction was on East Central Street 
196 


from the end of the Massachusetts Highway East of Lincoln Square 
to Main Street. The Construction consisted of three concrete lanes 
ten feet in width with macadam paved sides for parking. Edgestones 
were reset and granolithic sidewalks constructed from Clarendon 
Street to the Main Street. 

Another important project has been the widening and construc- 
tion of Washington Street from South Avenue to East Central 
Street. The construction on the street has been completed except 
the widening on the westerly side near South Avenue on the north- 
erly end and near East Central Street on the southerly end. 

If the owners will release sufficient land for sidewalk construc- 
tion the remaining work will be completed the coming year. 

The removal of all overhead wires on Washington Street and 
placing them underground has added to the improved appearance. 
The widening of South Main Street has been completed during the 
past year and has greatly relieved traffic conditions in this area. 
Union Street has been constructed of macadam from Woodland Street 
to Brook Street. 

The Middlesex and Boston Street Railway Company removed 
their tracks on Pond Street from South Main Street to a point West 
of High treet. This section was constructed of macadam and has 
also benefited traffic conditions on Pond Street. 

The following streets, voted to be constructed under the Better- 
ment Act, have been completed during the past year: Border Road, 
Erlandson Road, and Shore Road. The work this year includes the 
following gravel tar treated roads. Speen Street, Hartford Street, 
Mill Street, Border Road, Erlandson Road, and Shore Road. 

Following are the streets repaired and drains laid with special 
appropriations during the past year.

The following Table seeks to show in a general way the results 
obtained trom expenditures under both construction and maintenance 
since the organization of your Board. The term permanent refers to 
streets with broken stone course of three or more inches and a three 
inch broken stone wearing surface bound with a heavy bituminous 
material; while semi-permanent refers to streets with either a good 
gravel or stone surface treated with a bituminous binder and showing 
ability to stand up under traffic for several years with no other work 
than occasional patching and bituminous treatments every year or 
two. 

Old permanent roads reconstructed with permanent material are 
not shown in the following table. The new permanent construction 
during 1930 was 6,900 square yards or .34 miles, and old permanent 
roads reconstructed during 1930 with permanent material was 14,759 
square yards. 

Assuming the 14,759 square yards of replaced permanent construc- 
tion amounted to .69 miles, then the length of actual construction was 
1.03 miles instead of .33 miles as shown on the Table.

SIDEWALKS AND CURBS 


Construction: 


During the past year 7,187.8 linear feet of granolithic sidewalks, 
1,346.4 linear feet of cement curbing was constructed and 1,250.5 linear 
feet of curbing reset. 


Granolithic sidewalks and curbing constructed as follows:

A sum of money was appropriated to construct a gravel sidewalk 
on East Central Street from Union Street to the Wellesley line. A 
walk was constructed of stone dust, rolled, extending from the Wel- 
lesley line westerly for a distance of about 3,200 linear feet. On the 
westerly section it was decided to try a more permanent type of con- 
struction and about 3,400 linear feet on the North and South side of 
the street was constructed with a mixed material. 


Sidewalks constructed with this material might solve the problem 
of sidewalk construction in the outlying sections of the town. 


BRIDGES, CULVERTS AND DRAINS 
During the past year 7,783 linear feet of drains were laid varying 
in size from 10 inch to 18 inch and 78 new basins constructed.

DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM 


During the past year 16,319 feet of mains have been extended or 
relaid, and 39 additional services have been laid. 


Before the new road was constructed on East Central Street, the 
water main was replaced with 10 inch cast iron pipe from Bacon 
Street in Wellesley to Lincoln Square and on Central Street from 
Lincoln Street to Washington Street, the water main was replaced 
with 12 inch cast iron pipe. 

A cast iron water main was extended from Speen Street easterly 
to the Sewer Pumping Station. The water main was extended to the 
end of Evergreen Road. The extension has greatly improved fire 
protection in this area. The cement lined water main in Pearl Street, 
Floral and Western Avenues has been replaced with 6 inch cast iron 
pipe. This construction was made possible by transferring an unex- 
pended balance from the Central Street water construction. The 
transfer was made to relieve unemployment in the town and during 
the late fall a large number of laborers were employed for about three 
weeks. 

Table 3 accompanying this report gives detailed information of 
the construction activities of this Division during the past year while 
the financial report gives the total costs. Unit costs including stock 
material, labor, all appurtenances involved service connections as 
follows: 


12 inch per lin. ft. $4.25 
10 inch per lin. ft. 3.40

All gates in the system have been inspected and gates operated, 
repairs being made and gate boxes raised to surface of street where 
necessary.

The Board of Selectmen has given considerable study to the 
question of establishing additional precincts in the Town of 
Natick, and especially in Precinct Four. For a long time the 
voters of North Natick, and East Natick have sought to be 
allowed to vote at some convenient place in their own section 
without the necessity of going to Natick to excercise this impor- 
tant franchise. We found that in many cases voters of East 
Natick and North Natick were obliged to leave home at an 
unreasonably early hour in the morning, and in many instances 
voters were unable to get to their work ontime. We also learned 
that many failed to vote on election days because of not wishing 
to be late for their work. 


In any event there seems to be well grounded complaint by a 
great majority of the voters in these sections of the present con- 
ditions and arrangements which attend their voting. The Board 
had in mind to establish one extra precinct to relieve the conditions 
in Precinct Four, but after a careful investigation of the matter 
we found that there was no convenient central point which could 
be established to make a polling booth reasonably convenient 
for the voters of East Natick, and the voters of North Natick. 


We believe that it is the desire of our townspeople that every 
citizen should be encouraged to vote, and be given the oppor- 
tunity to cast his ballot with as little inconvenience as possible 
and without hardship on his part. We feel that under existing 
conditions, two extra precincts should be added to the four 
precincts now established in our town;—One precinct to be 
known as Precinct No. 5 to be established in North Natick, and 
Precinct No. 6, to be established in East Natick; the bounds of 
said precincts to be determined by a Committee to be composed 
of the Board of Selectmen andthe Board of Registrars of Voters. 


We further recommend that the centre line of South Main 
Street be the dividing line of Precincts 1 and 3. 


We hereby submit the above recommendation for the approval 
of the citizens of Natick.

The House of Representatives shall consist of two hundred and

Question No. 1—Proposed Amendment to the Constitution 


Shall an amendment to the constitution relative to the apportion- 
ment of senatorial, representative and councillor districts, further 
described as follows: 


The proposed amendment of the Constitution provides for the 
annulment of Article X XI of the Articles of Amendment of the Con- 
stitution and the substitution therefor of a new Article XXI, and for 
the annulment of Article XXII of the Articles of Amendment of the 
Constitution and the substitution therefor of a new Article XXII. 
The proposed amendment embodies in substance the following 
changes in and additions to said Articles XXI and XXII: 

1. In proposed Article XXI, towns of twelve thousand inhabit- 
ants or more may be divided in forming representative districts. No 
precincts however, in such towns may be divided. In taking the 
census the special enumeration of legal voters shall specify the num- 
ber residing in each precinct of such towns. Under existing Amend- 
ment XXI no town may be divided and no specification of the num- 
ber of voters in a precinct is required. 

2. The division of a county into representative districts and the 
apportionment of representatives to districts therein. is to be made 
by “The county commissioners or other body acting as such or, in 
lieu thereof, such board of special commissioners in each county as 
may for that purpose be provided by law, ...” Under Article XXI 
as it now stands the division and apportionment is made by “The 
mayor and alderman of the city of Boston, the county commissioners 
of other counties than Suffolk,—or in lieu of the mayor and alder- 
men of the city of Boston, or of the county commissioners in each 
county other than Suffolk, such board of special commissioners in 
each county, to be elected by the people of the county, or of the 
towns therein, as may for that purpose be provided by law, .. .” 
The time for assembling of such commissioners, board or body for 
the purpose of making such division and apportionment is also 
changed, from the first Tuesday of August next after each assign- 
ment by the Legislature of the number of representatives to each 
county, to a time within thirty days after certification by the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth to such commissioners, board or body of 
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the number so assigned, or within such other period as the General 
Court may by law provide. 

3. Under the proposed Articles, each special enumeration shail 
be the basis for determining the districts, senatorial representative 
and councillor, for the ten-year period beginning in the fourth Janu- 
ary following said special enumeration and the present division of 
districts is to remain in effect until January, 1939. Under the exist- 
ing amendments the ten-year period is the period between the taking 
of each census. (Thus, the next redivision based upon the next cen- 
sus in 1935 would, under the proposed Articles, affect those elected in 
1938 to hold office beginning in January, 1939, instead of affecting 
those elected in 1936 to hold office beginning in January, 1937. 
Under existing amendments representation of newly created dis- 
tricts begins in January of the second year after each ten-year cen- 
sus, whereas under the proposed article it would begin January of 
the fourth year thereafter.) The number of representatives (240), 
senators (40), and councillors(8) is not changed. 

4. The Legislature may limit the time within which a division of 
representative, councillor or senatorial districts may be questioned 
by judicial proceedings. The existing amendments contain no pro- 
vision that itself limits or authorizes the Legislature to limit such 
time.

authority required therefor by the laws of the United States and the 
regulations made thereunder,” which law was disapproved in the 
House of Representatives by a vote of 110 in the affirmative and 123 
in the negative and in the Senate by a vote of 11 in the affirmative 
and 26 in the negative, be approved?

Question No. 3—Law Proposed by Initiative Petition 


Shall the proposed law which amends General Laws, Chapter 13], 
by inserting therein a new section number 59A, which in substance 
makes it a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of fifty dollars for any 
person.to use, set or maintain any trap or other device for the cap- 
ture of fur-bearing animals which is likely to cause continued suffer- 
ing to an animal caught therein and which is not designed to kill the 
animal at once or take it alive unhurt, except traps or other devices 
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for protection against vermin, set or maintained within fifty yards 
of any building or cultivated plot of land to the use of which the 
presence of vermin may be detrimental, which law was disapproved 
in the Senate by a vote of 12 in the affirmative and 24 in the nega- 
tive and in the House of Representatives by a vote of 48 in the 
affirmative and 167 in the negative, be approved?
